RAINY DAYS CONTINUE Widespread flood¬ 
ing continues across Central Texas, with the Llano 
River above flood stage and the Colorado rising 
rapidly along the line of dams; Gov. Greg Abbott 
announced disaster declarations for 18 Central 
Texas counties, including Travis. 


OFF THE RACKS The Sears company filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection this week, and the 
last two local Sears stores - at Hancock Center and 
Barton Creek Square Mall - will be closed as part 
of the bankruptcy reorganization. The Hancock store 
opened in 1963, Barton Creek in 1980, and both 
facilities are expected to be sold for redevelopment. 


NOW MORE SAFE safe, the local nonprofit 
combating sexual violence and child abuse, has 
expanded Eloise House, the on-campus site that 
administers the majority of sexual assault forensic 
exams in Austin. The recently expanded facility now 
includes a shower, two exam rooms, and a second 
waiting room.

The written endorsements 
themselves are attempts to 
codify the consensus judg¬ 
ments of a group of cheerfully contentious 
people who - while proudly wearing a “pro¬ 
gressive advocacy” label as Chronicle jour¬ 
nalists - do not always agree on just what the 
“progressive” (or even “liberal”) choice is 
among a particular set of facts and choices. 


The endorsements, as recommendations, 
speak for themselves - consider them as 
useful background information, as guides 
to voting, or even (as a few of our forum 
detractors reflexively pro¬ 
pose) as guides to candidates 
not to vote for. It falls to this 
column to describe a bit of 
our endorsement process 
itself: how and why we do 
what we do. 

In the first place, it’s not 
an easy task. In that we 
agree with the folks over at 
the Statesman (or at least 
those who remain), who 
abandoned the practice in 
2016, explicitly because “the sheer number 
of candidates in a metropolitan area this 
size ... makes it challenging.” That’s cer¬ 
tainly true, although the daily actually has 
(or had) a distinct editorial board whose lit¬ 
eral job it is to make such judgments. At the 


Chronicle during campaign season, we dou¬ 
ble up on reporting, interviewing candi¬ 
dates, and arguing about our choices - 
which makes us even more grumpy and 
tired than usual. Yet it feels even more like 
a journalistic responsibility to readers and 
voters, when we’re virtually the only ones 
still doing it. 

Undeniably, we do make it easier on our¬ 
selves in a couple of ways. Until the grim 
Republican monopoly on federal and state 
government is broken, above the city of 
Austin choices we’re unapologetically rec¬ 
ommending straight-ticket Democratic vot¬ 
ing - the Trump/GOP reign of virulent rac¬ 
ism, misogyny, lies, and outright tyranny 
needs to end, and right now that means 
voting for Democrats. So be it. 

Method to Our Madness 

Also (unlike the quondam Statesman), we 
see no reason to interview candidates who

have already made it clear (via their public 
statements or our own research) that they 
will not receive our endorsements. Some of 
them avidly promote policies we find 
objectionable or odious, another handful 
are simply nincompoops in search of free 
publicity, and a third batch simply don’t 
have the resources and wherewithal to 
mount competitive campaigns. We get 
intermittent grief about that practice, from 
candidates and their supporters. Also so be 
it, without apology, as we see no purpose in 
wasting their time as well as ours. 

That leaves a large number of local can¬ 
didates (and city ballot issues) that invite 
debate and disputation, and we visit with 
as many of those as possible, generally in 
small groups because we do not have the 
time and resources to indulge individual 
interviews (except as reporters chasing the 
same candidates on the stump). It’s a 
demanding and sometimes awkward sys¬ 
tem - especially having to exchange “edito¬ 
rial” hats with “reporter” hats, always try¬ 
ing to be fair under both labels but without 
pretense of abandoning reason for “objec¬ 
tivity.” We’re advocacy journalists, and can¬ 
didates who engage with us should be 
aware that we don’t leave our progressive 
values at home when we come to the office. 

Vote. Vote. Vote. 

As David Corn argues in Mother Jones, 
our most important task in this election is 
to repudiate Donald Trump - “a leader who 
daily threatens constitutional governance 
and healthy debate within a country that’s 
already deeply divided” - as well as 
Republicans generally, who “have enabled 
and covered for him as he has degraded 
American government and politics.” (Read 
the whole story for the damnable catalog.) 
That task is ready for voters, beginning at 
the top of the ballot with Beto O’Rourke for 
U.S. Senate - vote straight-ticket, or take 
the scenic route and work your leisurely 
way downballot. 

At the city of Austin/Austin ISD/Austin 
Community College level, the choices are 
more detailed and less readily apparent. 
These open questions are why the Chronicle 
news group has spent the last several 
weeks following campaigns, interviewing 
candidates, and arguing among ourselves 
over who best represents the values and 
policies we want local officials to pursue. At 
the very bottom of the ballot are a series of 
bond (and issue) propositions which we 
have also considered at length - we know 
it’s difficult to keep up on all this detail, 
and we do it for a living. We hope this 
helps. 

Please read our endorsements, consider 
our arguments, and make your best choic¬ 
es based on your best judgment. It’s a very 
difficult historical and national moment. 
We need everyone pulling together at the 
ballot box, for all of us to do what we can to 
keep the democratic process alive and 
functioning, and helping to create a com¬ 
mon, livable future. Early voting begins 
Oct. 22, and election day is Nov. 6. See you 
at the polls. ■ 


“No more false binary choices.” 

That’s my favorite slogan thus far in these 
local elections. It comes from a Danielle 
Skidmore mailer - a sly reference to nonbi¬ 
nary gender identification, but more directly 
to the policy gridlock that has gripped the city 
on land use issues, and most particularly on 
the code rewrite formerly known as 
CodeNEXT. 

I won’t be voting for Skidmore, because I 
don’t think she lives up to the slogan as well 
as her opponent, incumbent Kathie Tovo 
(see our endorsements, starting on p.28, for 
more), but I do think she’s turned a phrase 
that ought to be at the center of all of our 
land use discussions going forward. For the 
past few years - virtually the 
entire tenure of the 10-1 City 
Council led by Mayor Steve 
Adler - the discussion has 
been poisoned by extremists 
on both sides, generally yell¬ 
ing at each other, or past 
each other, and turning any 
middle ground into a poi¬ 
soned DMZ where no one 
dares tread. 

But believe it or not, peo¬ 
ple, there are places where 
there is a viable middle ground: Not every 
choice has to be between NIMBYs and bull¬ 
dozers. There are a lot of clear compromises 


available, that can move us toward some 
commonly held goals and values, if we stop 
yelling at each other. Here are a few places 
to start, but there are plenty more: 

We ought to have ADUs everywhere. 

We ought to do a lot more to encourage 
dense, mixed-use development along major 
corridors, but in exchange for giving that 
windfall to the property owners, we can get a 
lot better public value (primarily affordable 
housing) than we’ve typically asked for. 

We can put a lot more density onto minor 
arterials as well, and into neighborhoods, but 
that really requires detailed small-area plan¬ 
ning, that our current Planning Department is 
not competent or willing enough to oversee 
(and has said as much). And 
that takes us further back to 
the drawing board than any¬ 
one would like, but seriously, 
who do we think is going to 
oversee this code rewrite, 
now that we’ve pulled the 
plug on the current team? 

Moving forward, we need 
the reboot of CodeNEXT to 
involve serious planning this 
time - we can’t afford four 
more years of two political 
factions circling each other, looking for an 
advantage and a time to pounce, while the 
“planners” hunker down in fear that anything 


they reveal about their thinking will be shot 
to pieces by one side or the other.

FUNDS FOR SCHOOL MENTAL HEALTH 

More than a dozen campus-based mental health 
care facilities that were facing closure in the Austin 
Independent School District will remain open thanks to 
partnerships with Integral Care, Central Health, and 

through donations made to the Austin Ed Fund. 

When the school board passed its budget for the 
2018-19 school year in June, alarms were raised over a 
contract with the Seton Healthcare Family that would 
result in the closure of 16 school clinics. In response, 
district officials and Integral Care agreed to open the 
facilities despite the funding gap. Integral Care also 
agreed to contribute another $500,000 to fund the 
clinics, and last month Central Health added $420,000 
to keep them running. At a charity luncheon last week, 
Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, announced that donations 
to the Austin Ed Fund totaling $433,000 closed the 
funding gap, ensuring students and families have 
access to counseling services which might otherwise 
be out of reach. - Austin Sanders 

CITY READY TO WRANGLE SCOOTERS 

Loved and loathed, the dockless mobility sector - 
including bikes, e-bikes, and scooters - has been oper¬ 
ating in Austin under emergency rules adopted in 
April, after operators such as Lime and Bird jumped 
into the market without prior approval. Compared to 
the long public dispute over regulating Uber and Lyft, 
the process of adopting permanent dockless rules has 
been pretty laid-back. Those proposed rules are now 
available for public comment through Nov. 3 at the 
Austin Transportation Department website, with City 
Council action sometime thereafter. 

ATD’s new proposal retains most of the big-picture 
structure of the emergency rules regarding fleet sizes, 
service areas, and so on, but uses more carrots and 
more sticks to wrangle dockless operators and riders in 
the mobility network. For example, ATD Director Rob 
Spillar can allow operators to expand their fleet size if 
they innovate with “strategies that promote or incen- 
tivize good parking or riding behaviors.” At the same 
time, the new rules establish response times for opera¬ 
tors to deal with “obstructions and nuisances” - one 
hour for blocking a sidewalk, two hours for leaving a 
unit on private property, etc. - and require that ran¬ 
dom riders be tested on their “understanding of proper 
usage, ADA accessibility, and vehicle parking” before 
they can unlock their vehicles. The new rules also 
require more detailed privacy plans for safeguarding 
user data, and reduce the top speed for electric units to 
15mph (from 20). - Mike Clark-Madison 

WHERE’S THE FIRE, CHIEF? 

Six candidates - all from out of town, and four from 
out of state - will contend to be the next chief of the 
Austin Fire Department, the city announced 
Wednesday. Former chief Rhoda Mae Kerr joined the 
long list of departing senior city staffers in July, 
accepting the chief’s post in Fort Lauderdale, where 
she began her own firefighting career in the Eighties. 
Filling her boots will be one of the following: 

• Joel Baker, recently retired fire chief in Atlanta; 

• Noel Horan, assistant to the director of the San 

Antonio Fire Department; 

• Steve Landin, fire chief in Laredo; 

• Kevin McGee, chief in Virginia’s Prince William 

County outside Washington, D.C.; 

• Mark Rohlfing, fire chief in Milwaukee; and 

• Scott Walker, assistant chief in Phoenix. 


Whoever wins will get the enviable task of running 
a department with perennially fractious labor relations 
and persistent challenges regarding diversity, under 
still-newish City Manager Spencer Cronk and an assis¬ 
tant city manager yet to be named (although it may 
continue to be Rey Arellano, currently overseeing 
public safety). Panel interviews will begin next week, 
with public engagement with the candidates likely to 
follow before Cronk makes his pick. - M.C.M 

DUSTERHOFT CLAIMS DEFAMATION 

There’s been no public news on the fate of Jason 
Dusterhoft’s job at the Austin Police Department, or 

whether he’ll face criminal prosecution for what 
might’ve gone down between him and an ex-girlfriend 
(identified as Jane Doe) at the Yellow Rose in late 
August (“Bad Apple,” Oct. 12). However, the story has 
grown tangential legs. Over the past two weeks, 
Dusterhoft’s attorney Jason Nassour filed a lawsuit 
against Central Texas Gun Works owner and KLBJ-AM 
“Come and Talk It” host Michael Cargill and two of his 
recent guests, Kevin Fisk and Lyndon Lueders, seek¬ 
ing up to $200,000 for defamation and slander, saying 
that the three “knowingly published false statements 
or recklessly failed to investigate the truth.” 

Fisk and Lueders are former public safety employ¬ 
ees - Fisk with Waco Fire, Lueders with APD - and 
today moonlight as DIY investigators with a consor¬ 
tium of individuals known as External Affairs, which 
appears to know some things about some stuff, while 
also promoting right-wing crackpot theories online 
about George Soros and the American Deep State. 
Fisk and Lueders were the first two to break the news 
(on Cargill’s show) that Dusterhoft had engaged in 
less-than-upstanding behavior at the Yellow Rose, and 
that Dusterhoft was on restricted duty; during the 
course of their recounting, they said some salacious 
stuff that Dusterhoft claims to be defamatory: that 
Dusterhoft was celebrating his divorce that evening; 
that he invited “several Commanders and Lieutenants 
to his house to party with ‘strippers’”; that he sexually 
assaulted a stripper; and had non-consensual sex with 
a stripper, supposedly back at his home. 

This is all unconfirmed stuff, and APD’s not talking 
about the case while it’s ongoing. What is known is 
that a search warrant was approved to search Duster¬ 
hoft’s phone after allegations surfaced that he physi¬ 
cally assaulted Doe. Less established is whether there 
was a divorce party that night: Dusterhoft is recently 
divorced, but that became final last December, months 
before the party in question. The only source we spoke 
to who was at the club that night - Doe’s former room¬ 
mate - was unable to identify anybody Dusterhoft was 
with besides herself and Doe; it was her first time 
meeting the exiled commander. And she doesn’t know 
whether there’s any substance to the claims that 
Dusterhoft sexually assaulted a dancer that night. (She 
said Doe danced in the Eighties and told people of that 
experience, but that neither went to Dusterhoft’s home 
that night, a fact corroborated by the search warrant.) 

Cargill and Fisk cited the First Amendment and said 
they were acting merely as conduits of information they 
had received. (Fisk said Lueders has yet to be served 
with the lawsuit.) Cargill is represented by three law 
firms, but Fisk has yet to retain an attorney, and didn’t 
seem too concerned. They both thought it was notable 
that Dusterhoft took legal issue with the four outlined 
allegations, but not other equally salacious allegations 
discussed on Cargill’s show. - Chase Hoffberger

LIMESTONE RIDGE: YOU CAN LIVE 
IF YOU CAN GET HERE 

During City Council’s Tuesday work session, Council 
Member Delia Garza indicated to her colleagues she 
couldn’t support Item 59, a resolution recommending Lime¬ 
stone Ridge Senior Apartments and its application for 
low-income housing tax credits. The proposed complex, 
with more than 200 units to serve seniors 55 and over, is on 
McKinney Falls Parkway in Garza’s southeastern District 2, 
and the council member was concerned about 
placing seniors out on the fringe without ade¬ 
quate transit access to the rest of the city 

Rirthermore, Garza said, when this short¬ 
coming was pointed out to the developer, 

AMTEX Multi-Housing LLC, it said that 
Limestone Ridge would house “active” seniors. 

“I’ll be honest,” Garza said. “I was disappointed 
in the response.” She said she felt that Council 
was attempting to solve one city problem (the 
housing crisis) by exacerbating another (the 
mobility crisis). 

While CM Ann Kitchen echoed Garza’s concern, Mayor 
Steve Adler pointed out that the current market makes it 
difficult for developers to find land that qualifies for the 
necessary tax credits and also has access to things like tran¬ 
sit. Staff has invited AMTEX to today’s regular meeting 
(Oct. 18), so its representatives can try to quell concerns on 
the dais. Staff did caution that once Council approves the 
resolution recommending the application, it’s a done deal. 
That means CMs will have to trust AMTEX on transit to 
follow up on any handshake promises.

ALSO ON THE AGENDA... 

Council is also poised to take up items concerning Colony 
Park, improving compatibility between residential and live 
music uses, and the Camelback PUD in District 10 (see 
below). The latter obviously has the most opportunity to 
extend the meeting into late night, as PUD cases are prone 
to doing, but it appears neighborhood interests have agreed 
to shortened testimony. Still, there are thorny 
issues revolving an elevator and a flood plain 
variance, so there’s another handshake agree¬ 
ment that might not matter. There’s also the 
Visit Austin budget, and with it the potential 
for a proxy war over a possible expansion of 
the Austin Convention Center (“To Expand or 
Not to Expand,” Oct. 12). 

FINANCING STRATEGIES 

The city’s Anti-Displacement Task Force, 

which Council convened earlier this year to 
wrangle best practices for addressing gentrification, needs 
public comment on the draft recommendations it released 
last week. The report addresses funding mechanisms (local 
and otherwise), affordable home ownership and support for 
renters, and cultural asset preservation. 

All of that is going to come down to money. The report 
notes that Austin spends about $4 on housing per capita 
(excluding bonds), exceptionally less than comparable cit¬ 
ies: Denver is shooting to spend $34 per capita; Philadelphia 
spends $37; and San Francisco pours in $536. The report

reads, “If the City of Austin is serious about making mean¬ 
ingful strides on these issues it must allocate additional 
resources, and it must find additional sources of funding.” 
Weigh in on the report on Tuesday, Oct. 23, at Widen 
Elementary (5605 Nuckols Crossing), beginning at 6pm.

Council Poised to Bless Camelback 


The Camelback planned unit development 
returns to City Council today, Oct. 18, trailing 
in its wake the not-quite-concluded fight over 
the nearby Champion Tract 3. Officially, the 
Camelback PUD is an amendment to the 
already permitted Hidden Valley PUD, grand¬ 
fathered since 1987 and conceived back 
then as primarily a single-family development. 
The Camelback version would be more 
dense, multi-use, and with a smaller building 
footprint, as well as allowing public access to 
preserved parkland that is currently being 
used unofficially (i.e., not quite legally) by vis¬ 
itors attracted by the nearby Penny backer 
Bridge and the spectacular views of the Hill 
Country and the city skyline. (“The Champion 
of Camelback?” Aug. 17) 

The PUD proposal arrives at Council (Items 
56 and 64) bearing a city staff recommenda¬ 
tion for approval (with conditions, accepted 
by the developer) as well as votes in support 
by the Parks and Recreation Board (7-1), 
Environmental Commission (7-2), and 
Zoning and Platting Commission (6-2-2). 
Moreover, the immediately surrounding neigh¬ 
borhood associations (nine are cited in the 
backup for the item) have expressed strong 
support, along with the Lake Austin Collect¬ 
ive and even the executive committee of the 
Austin Neighborhoods Council. Most or all 
of these endorsers fiercely opposed the apart¬ 
ment project now permitted for the Champion 


Tract 3; their support for Camelback owner/ 
developer Jonathan Coon is based not only 
on what they describe as his collaborative out¬ 
reach to his future neighbors (his own home 
will be on the site), but also on his plan to 
exercise a purchase option on the Champion 
Tract and to downsize that project into a 
senior living center, with presumably less 
traffic impact on City Park Road and the 
surrounding neighborhoods. 

However, support for the PUD is not unani¬ 
mous. Two neighborhood groups across Lake 
Austin from Camelback - the Bunny Run NA 
and homeowners in the smaller Aqua Verde 
subdivision - oppose the project in general, 
as a potential environmental blight along the 
shore, and more specifically object to plans 
for residential boat docks, with some form of 
an elevator allowing access from the docks 
to the land above the cliffside. (City environ¬ 
mental staff prefers an access elevator with 
the least impact on the cliffside, while lake¬ 
side neighbors worry such a structure will 
ruin the sylvan view.) 

Timing is also an issue. Coon’s option on 
the Champion property (currently owned by 
Houston-based Slate Real Estate Partners) 

was initially set to expire Sept. 1, but has 
been extended to Nov. 2, and the project’s 
supporters - who attended the Oct. 2 ZAP 
meeting in considerable numbers - accuse 
opponents of hoping to delay any decision 


until the option expires. At that meeting, 
Coon said that the option schedule is also 
tied to the golden-cheeked warbler spring 
nesting season - if Slate is to clear the 
Champion site, it must begin by November 
in order to finish before March. 

Coon told ZAP that the two projects are 
“absolutely connected - we wouldn’t do one 
without the other.” In response to Chronicle 
questions, he said his Champion project 
would “reduce the [Slate] development from 
366,000 square feet to 120,000 square feet

and ... reduce daily trips by 75% and peak 
hour trips by 90%.” Numerous NA-member 
supporters have made it clear that their 
enthusiasm for the PUD is thoroughly 
enmeshed with the presumed downsizing 
on the Champion Tract. 

As the PUD proposal arrives at Council, it 
presumably has the staff, commission, and 
neighborhood winds at its back. Nevertheless, 
Council will likely be treated to one more 
rendition of the conflicting arguments.

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LAND USE ON THE NEXT 
CITY COUNCIL 

Sometimes following land use in Austin 
is like hitting yourself over the head with a 
4x4. And there’s a reason for that. Since 
January of 2017, when the current Council 
took form, and conversations about 
CodeNEXT and the uniquely necessary 
rewrite of our city’s outdated land use code 
started to heat up, sentiment among the 11 
members has been explicitly split four by 
four, with three members sandwiched 
somewhere in between. 

But that could change following the Nov¬ 
ember election, where two incumbents are 
set to depart and two others face challenges 
from opponents with wildly different views 
on land use. (District 5 CM Ann Kitchen is 
running unopposed.) No matter what hap¬ 
pens, the District 1 seat will be occupied by 
someone who’s more density-minded than 
retiring CM Ora Houston; each of the candi¬ 
dates vying to fill her seat break more 
urbanist than the East Austin icon. And 
District 9 could see a significant flip if Dan¬ 
ielle Skidmore can upend Kathie Tovo, 
who’s been a reliable vote for the preserva¬ 
tion of neighborhoods since arriving in 2011. 

Less clear is what could happen in Dis¬ 
trict 3, where Pio Renteria is hoping to hold 
on to his seat, and District 8, where Ellen 
Troxclair is set to leave City Hall after one 
term. Renteria’s sister and opponent 
Susana Almanza would fall firmly in the 
preservationist camp, though her cam¬ 
paign’s been quiet for a while. James Vala¬ 
dez and Amit Motwani both sit closer to 
Renteria, though they’ve each expressed a 
desire to be more committed to compromise 
and looking at each vote individually than 
the incumbent, who reliably sides with his 
colleagues on the densification end. In D8, 
a Bobby Levinski win would net preserva¬ 
tionists a true believer, though the race to 
replace Troxclair involves four candidates 
- and while Troxclair protege Frank Ward 
may be more of the same, Rich DePalma 
and Paige Ellis both lean more toward a 
more progressive urbanism, rather than 
Troxclair’s pro-business positions. 


The mayoral race - incumbent Steve Adler 
versus former council member and Austin 
Neighborhoods Council ex-president Laura 
Morrison - is a contest between the compro¬ 
miser-in-chief and a candidate who’s waged 
the bulk of her campaign on being a cham¬ 
pion of preservationists throughout the city. 

So what’s that mean for dais dynamics? 
Let’s go to our endorsements (p.28). 
Should everybody we endorse win in 
November (and Vincent Harding beat 
Natasha Harper-Madison), the next itera¬ 
tion of Council will be split ... four by four, 
with three sandwiched somewhere in 
between. (All that work for nothing!) That 


in all likelihood means two more years of 
split 6-5 votes. 

Alternately, preservationists have a 
tempting opportunity to further tilt the dais 
by electing Morrison, Almanza, and Levinski 
and re-electing Tovo, creating a strong six- 
member coalition with Alison Alter (DIO) 
and Leslie Pool (D7). The same type of 
opportunity exists for the other side, if vot¬ 
ers in Districts 1, 3, 8, and 9 elect Harper- 
Madison, Renteria, Ellis, and Skidmore, 
enjoining them with Delia Garza, Greg 
Casar, and Jimmy Flannigan for a seven- 
member densificaTRON the likes of which 
the city has not seen in decades, if ever. 


And if you want the most people to meet 
in the middle? Vote in Adler, Harding, 
Motwani, Kitchen, and DePalma, thereby 
creating a five-course compromise that 
would leave six stranded on the two ends. 
Would a moderate consensus on land use 
lead to more productive conversations and 
initiatives moving forward? Hardly. This is 
Austin, after all. But it would create a little 
more suspense during Thursday meetings, 
and give us more swing votes to consider 
until Garza, Casar, Flannigan, Pool, and 
Alter come up for election in two years.

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MLS in Austin: Someday, Someway 

“CLEAR WAY FORWARD” OR COUNCIL DO-OVER? 


A stadium that looks like 
this will most likely still be

The Columbus Crew SC may not be com¬ 
ing to Austin after all, but several sources 
indicate the Austin FC will hit the new 
pitch at McKalla Place in the coming years. 
No one can say with certainty when that 
will happen, but a source close to the dis¬ 
cussion between Major League Soccer and 
Precourt Sports Ventures said a 2019 
launch date was not out of the question. 

Late Friday afternoon, officials with MLS 
revealed that a new owners’ group led by 
Jimmy Haslam (who owns the Cleveland 
Browns, and whose brother Bill is governor 
of Tennessee) has made “significant prog¬ 
ress” on keeping the Crew in Ohio. To 
Austin soccer fans, MLS said there was still 
a “clear path forward” to help PSV bring an 
Austin FC to town as one of the league’s 
newest clubs. 

How the Austin team will join the league 
remains unclear. PSV would likely not have 
to go through the league’s expansion pro¬ 
cess, which comes with a $150 million price 
tag. Because PSV is already a league opera¬ 
tor, MLS could just give the group a new 
team to launch in Austin, which could con¬ 
sist of the Crew’s staff and players or be 
built from scratch, depending on what deal 
Haslam strikes with MLS. 

Either way, says PSV’s Austin-based lob¬ 
byist Richard Suttle, the outcome is look¬ 
ing good for Austin soccer fans. “From what 
I hear from MLS, once the lease is signed 
on the stadium site here, Austin has a team 


one way or the other,” Suttle said Tuesday. 
Haslam’s potential deal with MLS would 
also make the lawsuit brought by Ohio 
Attorney General (and gubernatorial candi¬ 
date) Mike DeWine effectively moot. 

The delicacy surrounding a PSV Austin 
deal likely reflects MLS’s desire to avoid 
frustrating the four cities currently vying 
for two expansion slots in the league. MLS 
aims to add five teams to its current 23; 
Cincinnati, Miami, and Nashville will each 
field a team over the next two years, and 
Detroit, Sacramento, San Diego, and St. 
Louis have been vying to complete the 
field. One of those cities would likely have 
its spot handed to Austin if PSV moves for¬ 
ward here. 

Whatever MLS and PSV settle on, how¬ 
ever, is having little impact on city staffers 
who are working to finalize Austin’s deal 
with PSV One city official pointed out on 
Friday that the term sheet City Council 
approved in August doesn’t specify whether 
the MLS team is existing or new, just that it 
would take the field at the McKalla Place 
stadium by 2021. City Media Relations Man¬ 
ager David Green concurred in a statement 
issued Friday: “From the City of Austin’s 
perspective this does not change the terms 
of the ongoing negotiations between the 
City and Precourt Sports Ventures.” 

Mayor Steve Adler saw the news as a 
positive sign, calling it a “win-win-win” on 
Friday. “Columbus gets a team, we get a 



team, and MLS ends up in Austin,” he said, 
after a conversation with MLS Commission¬ 
er Don Garber and PSV operator Anthony 
Precourt. But Council Member Leslie Pool, 
whose District 7 includes the stadium site, 
was less enthusiastic; on Friday, she 
renewed her call for Council to consider 
other development proposals for the 24-acre 
site. On Monday, Pool told the Chronicle 
she’s not against soccer in Austin, just the 
way it’s gotten here. 

“It’s never been about soccer, the game. 
It’s about the person who wants to do busi¬ 
ness with us, who wants us to give him 
gifts,” Pool said. “The process has been the 
problem. It should be an embarrassment to 
the city. I would like Austin to have a soccer 


team, but I want the city to do right by its 
taxpayers and residents.” 

Although no deal between the city and 
PSV has been signed (city officials expect 
that to happen soon), Pool said it would be 
possible to bring a new agenda item to the 
dais that would renew discussion of options 
for McKalla Place. Such a move would 
complicate efforts to bring an MLS team to 
Austin, but Pool said it would benefit the 
city, because Precourt acted “as if he had a 
team to bring to Austin” and that he need¬ 
ed to do so under a strict deadline. The 
news Friday has left a bad taste in Pool’s 
mouth: “I just don’t find Precourt to be 
especially trustworthy as a partner.”

The “30-day-out” finance reports 
filed by candidates last week (due 
Oct. 9) contained few surprises - 
Laura Morrison’s fundraising is 
scant even compared to the lead¬ 
ing Council candidates, let alone 
incumbent Mayor Steve Adler’s 
six-figure haul; Vincent Harding 
and Danielle Skidmore are the 
top fundraisers among the Council 
non-incumbents; there are four 
AISD and ACC candidates who’ve 
raised more than Susana 
Almanza; and other such factoids. 
More interesting and important are 
the finances of the political 
action committees who can raise 
and spend as much as they please 
to back their preferred outcomes, 
but who also have to file more 
reports more frequently. Thanks to 
the Office of the City Clerk’s handy 
(and long-awaited) campaign 
finance database that tracks all 
transactions, here’s what’s going 
down on the PAC front: 

• Even though few politicos think 
the city bond package is in danger, 
its backers are taking no chances, 
wrangling enough cash to go on TV 
both for the whole package (Austin 
Together) and specifically for Prop 


A (Keep Austin Affordable). The 

latter PAC’s largest donors to date, 
though not by much, are the people 
involved in the Camelback PUD 
deal (see “Council Poised to Bless 
Camelback,” p.16). 

• So far, Prop J proponents are far 
outpacing its declared opposition. 
(There’s a lag of a couple of days 
in reporting, so recent transactions 
- like for ads in this very issue - 
may be yet to be disclosed.) Let 
Us Vote Austin’s totals include its 
odd, though fully disclosed, 
$10,000 in-kind swap with 
Reagan National Advertising. 

• Prop K’s dark-money origins (see 
“City Slickers,”0ct. 12) helped set 
up the current pro-audit PAC, but 
anti-K forces aren’t giving up with¬ 
out a fight. Both of the big labor 
PACs are spending against the 
right-wing “efficiency audit.” 

• And once again, IndyAustin is 
raising questions with its finances; 
its biggest donor (and in fact the 
largest so far to anyone this cycle) 
is a shady student-loan servicer 
from the Bay Area, with no visible 
connection to Austin or to any of 
IndyAustin’s big issues. We’ll keep 
looking. - Mike Clark-Madison 
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Death Watch: Rockwell 
Schizophrenic or Faker? 

The Court of Criminal Appeals has spared the life 
of Texas death row inmate Juan Segundo - at least for 
now. Segundo, who faced execution on Oct. 10, was 
granted a stay just days before in light of the Supreme 
Court’s 2017 ruling in Moore v. Texas. Like Bobby 
Moore, Segundo asserts that he is intellectually dis¬ 
abled and, therefore, ineligible for execution. Further 
orders from the CCA are still pending. 

In the meantime, another inmate faces execution on 
Wednesday, Oct. 24. Kwame Rockwell, a Fort Worth 
man, was convicted of killing two people during a 
botched store robbery in 2010. Though the U.S. 
Supreme Court denied Rockwell’s last appeal for relief 
in Oct. 2017, the 5th Circuit Court of Appeals approved 
a request for Rockwell’s previous lawyer to withdraw, 
and appointed David Dow as substitute counsel on 
Oct. 2. That’s often seen as a sign of impending legisla¬ 
tion, but few court filings have been made since and 
Dow did not respond to requests for comment. 

According to court records, the same day Dow was 
assigned to Rockwell’s case, an amended motion for 
leave to file for reasonably necessary funds “ex parte 
and under seal” was received in a U.S. District Court. 
Two days later, the state filed their response detailing 
Rockwell’s request for funding to “litigate a state com- 
petency-to-be-executed proceeding,” which the state 
argued is not “reasonably necessary.” Rockwell alleges 
that he suffers from schizophrenia, but the state argues 
that he’s faking his illness, noting that both his trial 
attorneys and “own mother” believe he’s malingering. 
The state also claims that Rockwell’s request does not 
require ex parte confidentiality. Fort Worth federal 
court Judge Reed C. O’Connor filed a sealed order the 
same day that the state filed their response, but 
according to O’Connor’s staff, what’s in that order is 
not a matter of public record. 

What happens next in Rockwell’s case remains a 
mystery - court records haven’t been updated since 
Oct. 4. Rockwell is expected to be the 11th inmate exe¬ 
cuted this year. Three more are scheduled for this year. 

There had been six men slated for end-of-year exe¬ 
cutions, but a Tarrant County trial court stayed the exe¬ 
cution of Emanuel Kemp, scheduled for Nov. 7, to con¬ 
duct additional forensic testing. Kemp, who landed on 
death row in the late Eighties, had since been diag¬ 
nosed with paranoid schizophrenia, and was eventually 
deemed too ill for execution. But according to the 
Houston Chronicle, the D.A. unexpectedly requested 
the November date before approving an order to halt 
Kemp’s execution pending DNA testing.

Survivors Hit Back at City, County in Court 


The eight sexual assault survivors suing 
local law enforcement filed another scathing 
omnibus response on Monday to the city 
of Austin and Travis County’s separate 
motions to dismiss. In short, the plaintiffs 
have asked U.S. District Judge Lee Yeakel 
to deny the motions in entirety - and if not, 
the survivors have requested leave to 
replead their case. 

The original complaint, filed in June by 
three survivors, was amended in August to 
add five additional women, all arguing that 
systemic failures within the Austin Police 
Department, the Travis County Sheriff’s 
Office, and the Travis County District 
Attorney’s Office have not only led to the 
mistreatment of women rape survivors, but 
also violated their constitutional rights. The 
county’s motion to dismiss, filed in 
September, claims that it’s immune from the 
suit, that the plaintiffs lack both standing 
and “sufficient factual allegations,” that no 
constitutional rights have been “identified 
or violated,” and that the relief sought is 
“inappropriate.” It further alleges that “Travis 
County law enforcement, advocacy groups, 
and prosecutorial communities prioritize 
seeking justice against those that threaten 
the safety of our community.” 

In their 65-page response, the plaintiffs hit 
back, calling it “breathtaking” that the county 
would claim to be prioritizing justice in light 
of the current circumstances. According 
to the filing, of the roughly 1,000 sexual 
assaults reported in Travis County annually - 
over 900 of which are made by women - 
fewer than 0.2% “proceed to finality” on crim¬ 
inal charges. On average, more than 600 of 
those women submit to rape kits in an effort 
to catch their attackers, yet those kits go 



untested (often for years) or are frequently 
not used to “pursue additional investigation 
or process cases through the criminal justice 
system.” This, the filing argues, is a violation 
of the Fourth and Fifth Amendments, which 
protect against unreasonable search and sei¬ 
zure and prevent government officials from 
improperly taking personal property “without 
just compensation.” The city and county alleg¬ 
edly misled survivors about the importance of 
a forensic exam, leading them to believe, 
“based on information provided,” that the 
rape kits would be appropriately handled, 
stored, tested, and used to assist a criminal 
investigation, and potentially the prosecution 
of their attacker. 

Additionally, the plaintiffs argue that the 
cases of women survivors are treated differ¬ 
ently than those of male survivors, and thus 
the city and county have also violated the 


Equal Protection Clause under the 
Fourteenth Amendment, which forbids gen¬ 
der discrimination. The filing alleges that 
“female victims are blamed for their own 
assaults when men are not,” that women’s 
DNA evidence is often left untested, and that 
local statistics demonstrate there are “far 
fewer” prosecutions for women survivors. 

Under federal case law, the plaintiffs argue 
that in considering the motion to dismiss, the 
court must “take all allegations in the com¬ 
plaint as true and view them in the light most 
favorable to the plaintiff.” They cite a 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals decision stating: “A motion to 
dismiss for lack of subject matter jurisdiction 
should be granted only if it appears certain that 
the plaintiff cannot prove any set of facts in 
support of his claim.” As evidenced by their 
previous filings and this response, the plain¬ 
tiffs’ lawyers believe there’s no dearth of evi¬ 
dence to prove that the systems expected to 
support rape survivors have in fact failed the 
women of Austin and Travis County for years. 

Tuesday evening, the Texas Association 
Against Sexual Assault, the statewide 
agency working to end sexual violence, 
released a statement urging county officials 
to demonstrate a “clear commitment to prior¬ 
itize sexual assault survivors,” regardless of 
the court’s decision. “We affirm the courage 
it takes for all sexual assault survivors to 
speak out about their experiences, and we 
demand more for them, beginning with trans¬ 
parency regarding how sexual assault cases 
are handled and a more thorough examina¬ 
tion into current practices.” Whatever hap¬ 
pens next depends on Judge Yeakel, and it’s 
uncertain when he will rule. - Sarah Marloff

Victory for Student Voters: If Mike Siegel s under¬ 
dog Democratic campaign for Congress (TX-10, against 
longtime GOP incumbent Michael McCaul) doesn’t end 
in victory Nov. 6, it has already won a crucial victory for 
student voters of Prairie View A&M. Recently, Waller 
County officials imposed new conditions on student 
voters - “change-of-address” documentation that con¬ 
tradicted earlier instructions from those same officials. 
When Siegel campaign staffer Jacob Aronowitz sub¬ 
mitted a letter to Waller County officials protesting the 
new policy, he was arrested (a county staffer objected 
to his snapping a photo of the delivery). After interven¬ 
tion from the Texas Secretary of State - as well as 
national headlines, including a Siegel appearance on 
The RachelMaddowShow - county officials reversed 
themselves, in the latest episode of decades of official 
obstruction of majority-black PVAMU voters in majority- 
white Waller County. In addition to vindicating student 
voting rights, the episode might serve to raise Siegel’s 
candidate profile sufficiently to put a dent in McCaul’s 
gerrymandering-and-incumbency advantage...

“It’s 
time for a Texas Attorney General who enforces the 
law,” said Nelson, “not one who breaks it.

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Zavala Families Facing the Future 


Parents, students, and former staff rallied 
in the cold rain outside Zavala Elementary 
School on Monday to draw attention to what 
they see as a lack of transparency from Aus¬ 
tin Independent School District officials 
over the future of the East Austin school. 

A vote last month by AISD’s board of trust¬ 
ees to approve a $25 million modernization 
project at Sanchez Elementary over Zavala 
and Metz Elementary schools has left par¬ 
ents and community members worried about 
the fate of the two nonmodernized schools. 
Because Zavala and Metz are located within 
1.3 miles of each other, parents are worried 
that the district will move to shut down one, 
or both, of the schools if they are unable to 
raise enrollment to levels the district sees 
as sustainable. 

Last year, the board approved a facilities 
master plan that would make any school 
experiencing three years of underenrollment 
eligible for closure. Over the past three 
years, enrollment at Zavala has dropped from 
399 to 297; the school has a capacity of 
561 students. AISD officials said the school 
would be considered sufficiently enrolled if it 
could hit 420 students. 

Zavala will remain open for the foreseeable 
future, but the board will likely make a deci¬ 
sion on it and Metz in 2020; the modernized 
Sanchez campus is set to reopen in 2021. 
During that time, campus administrators say 
they’ll work with district staff to implement 
targeted utilization plans aimed at boost¬ 
ing enrollment at each school. 

Those gathered on Monday said they could 
rally families in the neighborhood to commit 
to enrolling their children at Zavala, but the 
shadow of closure would make the task more 
difficult. (As would the district’s forthcoming 
decision to select Metz or Zavala as a tem¬ 
porary swing space used to house students 
from Sanchez while their school is under con¬ 
struction.) A Zavala volunteer of nearly three 


decades, Dennis Fagan said the threat of 
closure poses a challenge to many of the ini¬ 
tiatives the school would need to undertake 
to increase enrollment. “It makes it harder 
to hire volunteers to help at the school, to 
retain these great teachers we have, or to 
win grants to fund afterschool programs,” he 
said. He noted that some of the grant-funded 
programs could help attract families, but they 
generally want multi-year commitments from 
a school - a challenge for Zavala given the 
uncertainty of its future. 

For now, the Zavala community will focus 
on building enrollment by canvassing nearby 
residences. While that effort is underway, PTA 
president and rally organizer Brenda Garza 
said she hopes the district “just leaves us 
alone, so we can help the school grow.” 

Garza also called on district officials to be 
“truthful” about Zavala’s future: “If we don’t 

know what’s going to happen to our school in Despite the rain, protesters lined Robert Martinez Jr. Street in front of Zavala 

two or three years, how can they expect us to Elementary School to draw attention to the school’s uncertain future, and to ask for 

raise enrollment?” -Austin Sanders more help from the district administration to prevent a possible closure. 


HEIDI GROUP HEAVE-HOED 


“It’s about damn time,” said Kathy Miller of the Texas Freedom Network, echo¬ 
ing the general consensus among pro-choice groups after the Texas Health and 
Human Services Commission finally decided to break its multimillion-dollar wom¬ 
en’s health contracts with an anti-choice organization that had zero medical exper¬ 
tise. The contracts, say reproductive health groups, should have never been granted 
in the first place. 

The Round Rock-based Heidi Group - meant to replace Planned Parenthood in 
the state’s women’s health program in a purely ideological move by state officials - 
had been awarded a total of $16.7 million for 2017-19 to serve low-income women in 
the Healthy Texas Women and state family planning programs. In 2017, the group, 
which had no prior health care experience and is headed by a vocal anti-abortion 
activist, deeply failed to meet its client goals, seeing only about 2,000 instead of a 
projected 50,000 clients. The HHSC announced it would considerably scale back its 
funding (“State Axes Anti-Choice Group’s Family Planning Funds,” Aug. 23,2017), 
but the health commission then quietly re-upped its contract for 2019, despite the 
group’s glaring incompetence and negligence. 


HFISC’s Carrie Williams says that after several reviews, the commission “deter¬ 
mined that the Heidi Group is unable to meet the standards of a successful contrac¬ 
tor with us” due to “substantial deficiencies in the areas of contract compliance, ser¬ 
vice administration, and financial and administrative management of both con¬ 
tracts.” Not only will Heidi Group be losing its funding by Dec. 11, but it will be forced 
to pay up for its failures. Williams says agency officials found roughly $29,000 in 
repayments and a questionable $1.1 million in billed costs that may also need to be 
reimbursed; the HHSC inspector general is currently investigating. 

Reproductive health groups are calling the contract termination a victory, but still 
criticize HHSC for granting taxpayer dollars to a vendor like Heidi Group in the first 
place. “The Heidi Group was never remotely qualified to provide reproductive health 
care to tens of thousands of Texans in need,” says Aimee Arrambide, executive 
director at NARAL Pro-Choice Texas. “Family planning dollars should go directly to 
medical providers who have experience providing family planning and preventive 
care services, not anti-abortion organizations that aim to coerce and manipulate.”

The bal¬ 
lot includes contested races at nearly every level, except (unfortu¬ 
nately) president of the United States. Austin residents specifically 
will vote to elect a mayor and five members of the City Council, 
consider a long list of propositions, and vote on races for both the 


Austin Independent School District and Austin Community College 
boards. The Chronicle editorial board met with candidates in every 
local race in consideration of these endorsements, and in making 
our choices considered both the qualities of the candidates and the 
specific needs of each district. We urge readers to be thorough with 
their ballots, and cast a vote in every race. See early voting info on 
p.6, and lots more coverage at austinchronicle.com/elections. 


City Council 

Mayor: Steve Adler 

Austin voters are fortunate to have two 
strong, experienced candidates for mayor 
in incumbent Adler and former Council 
Member Laura Morrison. To some degree, 
they are alike: Both are very hardworking, 
personally committed to their visions of 
the city’s best interests, and deeply versed 
in the complexities of city policy. Their dif¬ 
ferences are mostly matters of emphasis, 
and over who practices stronger, more 
effective “leadership.” 


In his first term, we believe Adler has 
been a progressive advocate for Austin, has 
championed important initiatives like the 
2016 Mobility Bond, and has collaborated 
well with his colleagues on programs for 
affordability, equity, and social justice. He 
has also been a forthright and effective 
voice for Austin, nationally and internation¬ 
ally, on crucial issues such as immigration 
and climate change. 

Some Adler efforts have foundered: 
Whatever one’s position on CodeNEXT, 
Adler and this Council failed to engage and 
steady the process early, and finally failed 
to find a workable public or dais consensus 


on how best to revise Austin’s outdated 
land use code. Morrison has sharply and 
effectively criticized the mayor’s leader¬ 
ship on that score; whatever comes out of 
the next phase, Morrison’s perspective on 
Imagine Austin needs to be part of the solu¬ 
tions. And like her, we believe the city 
needs to move more quickly on mass tran¬ 
sit efforts if we expect to make sufficient 
progress on mobility, affordability, and cli¬ 
mate mitigation. 

Nevertheless, we believe that overall 
Adler has been an effective and progressive 
mayor who has indeed earned the continu¬ 
ing support of Austinites and offers strong 
reasons to return him for a second term. We 
urge voters to make that choice. 

District 1: Natasha Harper-Madison 
and Vincent Harding 

After four years of phones ringing unan¬ 
swered at the District 1 office under the 
tenure of retiring CM Ora Houston, voters 
are fortunate to have a tough decision about 
who will represent them through the next 
Council term. Our editorial board could not 
come to a consensus in this race - itself a 
representation of the ideological divide in 
our city concerning growth and land use 
policy - and our split was not even. But we 
put forward endorsements as a collective 
unit, and hope that wherever your political 
compass points, you can go with one of 
these two qualified - if clashing - candi¬ 
dates. For those who favor a firebrand, we 
urge you to vote for Natasha Harper-Mad¬ 
ison, an East Austin native, entrepreneur, 
and president of the East 12th Street 
Merchants Association. Harper-Madison 
branded herself early on as a “community 
quarterback,” and has logged the hours in 
the trenches connecting her neighbors with 
city resources. Her experience, coupled 





with a commitment to speaking truth to 
power, will make her a real bulldog in Dl. 
The one thing that cost her our full endorse¬ 
ment is concern from part of the board that 
she will remain intractable on issues con¬ 
cerning land use, and specifically the code 
rewrite. We would remind her that this is 
not a zero-sum game to be won, but rather a 
problem to be solved collaboratively. Her 
stylistic antithesis on that front is former 
Travis County Democratic Party Chair 
Vincent Harding, who is better known for 
his regional community engagement and 
deal brokering, and whose former role as 
chair of the city’s Board of Adjustment pro¬ 
vides him with an institutional knowledge 
that could make him a quicker study on the 
city’s most wonky issues. He’s also endorsed 
by much of the Dl establishment that had 
backed Houston in the past (including 
Houston). In a 10-1 Council, some voters 
will prefer a candidate with a track record of 
working to improve the lives of those spe¬ 
cifically within the district, and others will 
side with a candidate whose experience 
extends beyond the district, and into the 
fabric of the city and regions beyond. We 
could not fully agree here on what would be 
best for the voters in this district.

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District 3: Sabino “Pio” Renteria 

We tepidly endorse incumbent Sabino 
“Pio” Renteria for D3. Over four years, 
Renteria has been a collaborative force and 
managed to set in motion several affordable 
housing projects, which he hopes to see 
completed over his next term - as do we. 
But since the district has become ground 
zero for Austin’s displacement problems, 
it’s frustrating that the six folks vying for 
the seat - including Renteria - all leave 
something to be desired. PODER director 
Susana Almanza, Renteria’s sister and 
most recognized opponent, appears to be 
going through the motions on this second 
attempt at an election. And while United 
Way Chief Information Officer Amit Mot- 
wani and real estate agent (and Renteria’s 
Board of Adjustment appointee) James 
Valadez are both eager to join the Council, 
their visions for the district remain rough 
around the edges - though we were 
intrigued by Motwani’s plan to implement a 
social services safety net to alleviate finan¬ 
cial burdens for lower-income families. 
Renteria is amiable and entrenched within 
the southeast district, a familiar face and 
known quantity throughout the neighbor¬ 
hoods. But while he says he’s committed to 
those neighborhoods, his track record has 
been less than stellar in fighting for more 
and deeper affordable housing, an issue 
that’s popping up again with the “New 
Domain” at Riverside and Pleasant Valley, 
where - among other places - we’d like to 
see more conviction. 



District 5: Ann Kitchen 

Unopposed. 

District 8: Bobby Levinski 

With lone conservative Ellen Troxclair set 
to depart, voters have the power to hand the 
southwest district to a progressive champi¬ 
on. That means first giving a hard pass to 
Frank Ward, the Troxclair-endorsed candi¬ 
date who appears to match her anti-Austin, 
anti-regulation, and tax and spending rhet¬ 
oric. With ties to the second Bush adminis¬ 
tration and the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee, Ward assures us a Troxclair 2.0. 

The three remaining candidates are all 
relatively progressive and share in their 
passion for the district and interest in envi¬ 
ronmental policy and advocacy. Environ¬ 
mental marketing specialist Paige Ellis is 
fairly nascent in her political career, but she 
abounds with energy and we applaud the 



many hours she’s spent block walking, hit¬ 
ting all 24 precincts in the district and 1,000 
doors since August. We’d like to see more of 
her in the future, but feel Save Our Springs 
Alliance attorney Bobby Levinski and Parks 
and Recreation Board Vice Chair Rich 
DePalma eclipse her experience both at 
City Hall and throughout the district. 

Though we recognize longtime district 
resident DePalma’s attention to seniors, 
affordability, the environment, as well as 
his call for stronger district visibility, noting 
scant pools and area libraries, we 
prefer Levinski for District 8, 
noting his institutional knowl¬ 
edge of City Hall and shorter 
expected learning curve 
than his competitors. We 
like that he’s spent time as a 
Council aide to both Kathie 
Tovo and Laura Morrison, 
and believe his sharp atten¬ 
tion to detailed policy and 
record of helping craft city pro 
grams and balance the budget best 
qualify him to successfully lead the dis¬ 
trict, and to consider both the needs of D8 
and those of the city at large. 

District 9: Kathie Tovo 

Mayor Pro Tern Tovo has already served 
two terms on City Council, making her the 
longest tenured member in addition to 




being one of the most committed. And 
while she may not possess the front-facing 
personality to serve as mayor (a position 
she likely does not covet), her diligent work 
ethic and steady approach to city policy 
makes her an ideal council member for a 
city such as Austin. With that in mind, she 
filed the necessary paperwork to run for a 
third term. 

The discourse concerning Tovo’s second 
term will likely revolve around her rejec¬ 
tion of the CodeNEXT process and gener¬ 
ally consistent vote in favor of 
neighborhood preservation on 
land use issues. However, she 
bucked tribalist convention 
and broke with fellow pres¬ 
ervationists to support the 
McKalla Place deal for a 
soccer stadium, and her 
work on homeless issues 
and the Sobering Center has 
been worthy of our praise. 
Tovo’s District 9 fills out the 
bulk of the center city, and thanks 
to the university is largely made up of 
renters; her recent efforts to champion 
Proposition A (the affordable housing 
bond) and a “right to return” resolution are 
commendable, as well. 

Challenger Danielle Skidmore is a trans¬ 
portation engineer and political newcomer 
who quit her job as vice president of K 
Friese & Associates to run. Should she win, 
she would make history as the first trans¬ 
gender person in Texas to be elected into 
public office. Skidmore is a devout urbanist 
whose ideas about land use directly conflict 
with Tovo’s. And while her area of expertise 
is one that sorely needs representation on 
Council, we cannot help but believe that 
she’s an election away from serious consid¬ 
eration as an endorsee - and likely would 
have better luck were she not running 
against such a stalwart. We encourage D9 
voters to cast their ballots for Tovo, and 
keep an eye on Skidmore moving forward.

City Propositions 

Proposition A: Yes 

We wholeheartedly support the city’s 
$250 million affordable housing bond. The 
largest bond of its kind in city history tops 
ballot propositions for a reason: Austin 
needs more affordable housing - approxi¬ 
mately $4 billion worth of it - for both 
low-income families fighting displace¬ 
ment, and middle-class households work¬ 
ing to keep their heads above water. If 
passed, the bond will be used to purchase 
land for affordable housing sites; increase 
and maintain the current supply of non- 
market rate rental units; assist with the 
development of affordably priced owner¬ 
ship housing; and continue funding the 
Home Repair Program, which provides 
costly home repairs for existing income- 
qualifying homeowners. All represent 
much-needed tools to tackle displace¬ 
ment, gentrification, and the affordable 
housing shortage. And, like the $65 mil¬ 
lion bond in 2013, which leveraged a 7:1 
return ratio, Prop A is expected to have a 
substantial return on investment that 
could ultimately total close to $1 billion. 

On its own, Prop A will not raise taxes, 
but when combined with all the other 
bonds, the total cost to the median home- 
owner is $5 a month. Ultimately, this is a 
small price to keep Austin the progres¬ 
sive city we like to think it is or should be. 

Propositions B-G: Yes 

Although Prop A - supporting affordable 
housing - is the highest dollar and priority 
item among the bonds, Props B through G 
also deserve strong voter support. Voters 
may have their instinctive priorities: At the 
top of our list are the Dove Springs Health 
Center (E), the Libraries/Cultural Centers 
(B), and Parks & Rec funding (C). The more 
functional Props - Flood Mitigation/Open 
Space (D), Public Safety (F), and Transpor¬ 
tation Infrastructure (G) - might seem less 
juicy, but they represent the sort of nuts- 
and-bolts operations and maintenance 
expenses of running and maintaining a city 
of Austin’s still-growing metropolitan size. 
All the Props together (including the ambi¬ 
tious Prop A) represent only a $5/month tax 
bump to a median-value homeowner, 
phased in over several years - or much less 
than a single night out - with citywide pub¬ 
lic value that will persist over many years. 
We urge voters to accept that bargain. 

PROPOSITIONS AT A GLANCE 


Propositions H-l: No Endorsement 

These are incredibly trivial charter amend¬ 
ments; one is explicitly a proofreading exer¬ 
cise, the other allows the City Council to fig¬ 
ure out on its own how to remove land use 
commissioners (this was an issue, remem¬ 
ber). We’d say “whatever” except that the City 
Charter can only be amended every two 
years, so this may be a waste of an opportu¬ 
nity for more substantial changes. 

Proposition J: No 

Believe us, we understand the community 
angst over Austin’s growth and change, and 
thus development vs. preservation, and thus 
CodeNEXT, and thus this ballot initiative to 
make the next comprehensive land use code 
rewrite (if there is one) subject to a popular 
vote and a lengthy waiting period. However, we 
feel the appropriate thing to do with that angst 
is what the city has done - hash it out in public, 
empower our elected representatives (whose 
terms turn over faster than Prop J’s waiting 
period), and deal with the clearly broken code 
in pieces small enough to build, if not consen¬ 
sus, at least a common understanding of the 
issues. After the CodeNEXT debacle, even 
Prop J supporters hope and think it’ll never be 
necessary to invoke; we’d go further and say 
the proper way to create that fail-safe is with 
one’s votes for and engagement with the City 
Council. Add to that the truly sketchy origins of 
the Prop J petition drive as a front for billboard 
money, and we’re taking a pass on this one. 

Proposition K: No 

Although Prop K- nominally a call for greater 
city fiscal “efficiency” through an independent 
external audit - purports to be about public 
“transparency,” the campaign of its supporters 
has been anything but transparent. They hid 
their initial funders (likely because they directly 
trace to right-wing, anti-city sources), and once 
they achieved the ballot, they made it clear 
(through their backers at the Texas Public Policy 
Foundation) that win or lose, they intend to 
carry their campaign against local control to 
next year’s Legislature, hoping to impose on all 
cities even more tax-cutting austerity from 
above. They want to ignore and override Austin’s 
own auditor and auditing processes, and hand 
the job to an outside contractor whose only stan¬ 
dard would be “efficiency”: not equity, not qual¬ 
ity of civic life, not even the actual effectiveness 
of major programs. Moreover, it’s not even clear 
whether the referendum is legal under the City 
Charter, which explicitly forbids initiatives 
“appropriating money” (Article IV, Sec. 1) - 
meaning Austinites would be buying a lawsuit, 
or nothing at all. Voters should reject the Trojan 
horse that is Prop K.

Because of Nitsch’s commitment to the work, and 
her successes, we endorse her for another term.

Everyone likes the Beatles, right? 

There are always a few naysayers when the question is broached, but as with many music 
lovers, “Snapshot” operates off the adage, “You either like the Beatles, or you haven’t lis¬ 
tened to enough of the Beatles.” Haven’t heard Revolver or The White Album? Yep, there’s still 
hope for you. 

And even if you’re vehemently grounded in the nope-no-way-never camp, chances are you’d 
dig some tune from the expanded catalog of Paul McCartney, whose double-Friday finales 
(Oct. 5 & 12) at the 17th annual Austin City Limits Music Festival made history as the first- 
ever instance of him booking consecutive weekend performances at a long-running U.S. fest. 
Experts still quibble over which Beatles songs credited to “Lennon-McCartney” were actually 
Macca’s, but including those, Wings records, solo albums, and other projects, his tally since 
the late Fifties is close to 1,000. So yeah, you can pick one. 

In the process of snapping artists’ portraits during ACL Fest’s second weekend at Zilker 
Park, “Snapshot” homed in on that idea, asking each performer, “What’s your favorite Paul 
McCartney song, and why?” 


Curtis Roush: ‘“Temporary Secretary,’ because 
it’s the first techno song ever. [I first heard it] 
maybe 10 years ago... it was a van listen or 
something [with] the Bright Light [Social Hour] 
guys.... We were just shocked that it was that 
early, and it had a crazy sequenced synthesizer.” 


Mike McCready of Pearl Jam (who guested with Brandi 
Carlile and Thunderpussy): “It would be ‘Blackbird.’ I think 
it was his kind of civil rights song, an ode to that, and I feel 
like that’s important, certainly in today’s atmosphere, how 
awful everything is. I feel like some songs resonate more 
and more and more when I wish they wouldn’t.” 



Jungle (Josh Lloyd-Watson and Tom McFarland): “It’s gotta be 
‘Live and Let Die,”’ says McFarland. “It’s just a grand riff, isn’t 
it?” Lloyd-Watson’s take: “I gotta say ‘I Am the Walrus.’... I just 
like the weird, psychedelic shit, like he was taking too much 
acid. It makes me feel weird, and I like feeling weird.”

Thunderpussy: “‘Live and Let Die,’ [because of] 
the fucking xylophone,” says drummer Ruby 
Dunphy (left). “It’s so amazing. I’ve never heard 
a xylophone sound badass before.” Guitarist 
Whitney Petty (upside down) weighs in: 
“‘Blackbird.’ It has the most beautiful guitar part.” 


Natalie Prass: “From Wings era, ‘Arrow Through 
Me,’ from the album Back to the Egg. The groove 
of that song and the synth horns... I could listen to 
that song all day. I first heard it in 2014 when I was 
touring with Jenny Lewis. Her drummer put it on 
the PA system and I was like, ‘What is this?!’ and 
I’ve been obsessed ever since.” 




Brandi Carlile: “‘Let It Be,’ because it’s divinely 
inspired and it’s just one of the greatest pop-soul 
songs in the world. It always brings me inner peace. 
When I started covering it - because I cover it a lot 
- it always brings the show into focus, and it always 
brings me perspective and makes me realize how 
lucky I am even to have the opportunity for people 
to listen to me sing anything.” 


Elle King: “Even though John wrote it, it’s ‘Oh! 
Darling.’ [Paul] would go every day and scream 
for an hour because he really wanted to sing that 
song. He did it every day for like... six months, 
and then finally he got such a good take that 
they let him sing it. I love emotional singing, and 
you could hear that he loves hard.”

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Though She 

Be But Little 

Austin author Edward Carey illuminates the grand, 
strange life of Madame Tussaud

There’s an inherent humor to a book titled Little that’s over 400 pages long. But then again, 
intriguing contradictions go right to the heart of this fictional memoir of the queen of wax- 
works. You might hear the name Madame Tussaud and get flashbacks to family vacations, file 
her away with ET. Barnum and his ilk - enterprising entertainers from nebulous olden times 
whose personal details we forget (or fantasize and obscure in movie musicals). But her story 
is older than you might have guessed - French Revolution-old - and full of as many peculiar 
figures, acts of profound kindness and cruelty, and grand reversals of fortune as any Dickens. 

Edward Carey is eager to clear away the cobwebs surrounding Madame Tussaud, or Anne 
Marie Grosholtz, as she was known for much of her life, with Little, his latest novel. After 
concluding his YA Victorian fantasy series, the Iremonger Trilogy, this writer, illustrator, 
and UT-Austin professor returned to a fascination he’s had since a fortuitous post-collegiate 
odd job - a fascination with the tiny Alsacian woman who wove her way through history, 
capturing it in wax for future generations. 

Little will be launched, along with an exhibition of Carey’s illustrations and other artwork, 
at a special Texas Book Festival and Austin Public Library event on Oct. 23 in the Austin 
Central Library Art Gallery. Before the hubbub sets in, Carey was kind enough to discuss 
when he first became enamored of Marie and how sketching helped him see through her eyes. 


Austin Chronicle: It was a bit lovely and 
surprising to come to the end of the book and 
see the first line of the acknowledgments - 
that Little took 15 years to finish. Fd love to 
hear about the job that sparked your interest 
in Marie and what this journey’s been like. 
Edward Carey: In my very early 20s, in a 
free fall from university, I took a number of 
odd jobs in London. I was a stage door 
keeper of a West End theatre, I was an archi¬ 
vist for a plastic surgeon, and I was a guard 
at Madame Tussauds. At the waxworks, I 


began to discover the real life of Marie 
TUssaud, that she had known and cast so 
many famous people: Voltaire, Franklin, 
Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette - both their 
full bodies when they lived at Versailles and 
their severed heads - Jean-Paul Marat, the 
rabid doctor who demanded that so many 
more people be guillotined - she was ordered 
by the Convention to cast him just after he 
had been murdered in his bath so that his 


body might be preserved and venerated. 
The waxworks that she had cast herself had 
a very extraordinary feeling of history about 
them. They are witnesses; here was the 
French Revolution in color and in three 
dimensions. In a way, she rescued history, 
she brought the dead back to life. Standing 
beside one of her waxworks from the 
Revolution is an unforgettable experience, 
but the most extraordinary waxwork of 
them all is the self-portrait she made of her¬ 
self as an old woman. This tiny, slightly 
smiling, creased and wise-looking woman, 
dressed in black bombazine, is clearly in 
charge of all the other waxworks. She has an 
amazing presence, and she feels as if she’d 
come out of the pages of a fairy tale - she’s 
mythical, you can’t quite believe her life, 
and yet it’s true. When working at the muse¬ 
um, I decided I would try and write a novel 
about Marie Tussaud. It took so long because 
I wasn’t quite ready, and I had to do months 
of research, and I kept tripping over all the 
details. The novel changed shape - some¬ 
times it was 700 pages, some¬ 
times under 300.1 couldn’t get 
it right. I abandoned it, I 
thought forever. When I was 
given tenure at UT, I had a 
lighter load my first year, and 
then I turned back to the book 
just to see what it was like, and 
suddenly I could see how to do 
it. Suddenly, her voice seemed 
much clearer to me. Then, at 
last, I finished it quite quickly. 

AC: This is not the first book of 
yours that features your own 
illustrations throughout, but it 
is the first one where they are 
presented as the work of a real 
historical person. Did you find that inform¬ 
ing your style or approach to illustration? 
EC: I always draw the characters I’m writ¬ 
ing about - it’s the best way I know of get¬ 
ting to know them. For this book, very early 
on, I painted a fake Jacques-Louis David oil 
portrait of her, because I was certain that 
David, Robespierre’s chief propagandist, 
should be in the book. Slowly, I understood 
that I should include drawings that she 
made herself - or at least that’s what the 
book says - so that the reader would have 
access not just to her words but to her pen¬ 
cil as well. So you can see through the eye 
of her pencil. I wanted to try and create 
what she was and what she saw in words 
and pictures. So drawing was a way of get¬ 
ting closer to her, of finding her voice. 


It seemed to me that Marie Tussaud must 
have been so fascinated by all the heads 
(attached and separated) that she would 
have studied them all very hard, with equal 
fascination. She would see those fractioned 
bodies as facts, as testaments to what 
human beings can do. Pencil sketches from 
her life seemed very right for the book, it 
helped me to focus on what she was experi¬ 
encing. I also made a four-foot doll of her, 
carved out of wood - this doll is a character 
in the book - my wife very kindly had a 
haircut so I could give the wooden woman 
some hair, and this mannequin has lived at 
home with us ever since. 

AC: In your Iremonger Trilogy and in Little, 
there is such an interest in and sympathy 
toward the lives of objects. Is that a point of 
view that you find informing your day-to- 
day life? Are there objects that inspire your 
artistic work? 

EC: I’ve spent a lot of time reading and 
studying - and teaching - fairy tales, and 
often they’re told from the point of view of 
objects; that shift in view 
allows you to see the world 
from such a new perspective. 
And objects outlive us, they 
go on without us. In Florence, 
there is an orphanage - now a 
museum - where the mothers 
leaving their babies used to 
leave an object with their 
child, a token of who their 
mother was. And these objects 
- a label, a thimble, a coin, a 
button - were cut in half, the 
mother taking one half and 
the orphanage retaining the 
other. It was hoped that one 
day the object would be com¬ 
plete again, that the mother would return to 
claim her child. But today there are many 
halves that still remain in the orphanage, 
they will never be complete again. And of 
course, they’re heartbreaking. 

I keep quite a lot of things from England 
about me. I love living in Austin, and it’s 
been my home for eight years, but I am 
always aware that I’m a long way away from 
my old home (I’m originally from England). 
Living far away is also a great release, it 
gives you a certain freedom. I do think of all 
the objects we chose to have about us, our 
armor against the world, they tell so much 
about who we are. And when we die, they’re 
scattered and disposed of. Does that sound 
very bleak? I don’t mean it to. 

I do think objects speak to us. ■

Under Pressure 

In Theatre Synesthesia’s The Fault, an American family 
tries to save itself from being shaken apart

Words fly from her mouth like fireworks, rapid-fire bursts 
of thoughts and notions, some complete, some not, but all 
intense and vivid in their color, flash-flash-flash, pop-pop-pop, 
pink-pink-pink. This girl clutching the Hello Kitty notebook 
- could she even be in high school? - has so much energy. 
She’s the first character to speak in Theatre Synesthesia’s 
production of The Fault, addressing us directly, and the way 
that Chelsea Rhea Andersen amps her up and gets her vibrat¬ 
ing grabs our attention immediately and pulls us toward her 
character, Star. But then she pulls out a lighter and fires up 
a small glass pipe of meth, and we pull back. Once it’s 
clear what fuels Star’s mile-a-minute chatter, once she 
complains of her heart racing, we glimpse a crack 
in her, like those fractures in the Earth’s crust that, 
subjected to certain stresses, can cause quakes that 
shake everything around it to pieces. 

If Star were the only character in The 
Fault who has such a crack inside, this 
drama by Austin playwright Katie Bender 
would be hard enough. But when we’re 
introduced to Star’s two sisters and her 
mother and father, what becomes evident 
is that every one of them has a crack 
inside, which makes it five times as hard. 

It’s a fault line running through the entire family that could be 
this close to the Big One. For too long, their life was unset¬ 
tled: too little money, repeated evictions, constantly moving, 
always on the road. Though they’ve taken a house in Northern 
California, all the rootlessness has done its damage. Eldest 
daughter Angie is, like Star, caught in the grip of addiction 
and was thrown out of the house for stealing to feed her 
habit. Dad Bill doesn’t want her back, but then he doesn’t 


want to be in the house either. Mom Sarah, tired of the itiner¬ 
ant life, is making a last stand here, fighting to fix the place 
up though they have no money to; they’re so strapped for 
cash they have to make do with chili for dinner every night, 
a situation middle daughter Jane is so fed up with, she com¬ 
plains about it openly and leaves the table without eating. 

Addictions. Evictions. Financial insecurity. Food insecurity. 
Medical debt. College debt. The strains on this family are 
those on families all across this country now, which makes 
the play resonate in the national moment as well as a per¬ 
sonal one. They’re the American families of Alissa Quart’s 
Squeezed, Sarah Smarsh’s Fleartland, and J.D. Vance’s 
Flillbilly Elegy : what should be middle-class families 
pressed down into poverty, broke and broken. 

To Bender’s credit, she shows the degree to which 
these family members want to support one another, to 
make this life work. But the pressure and 
friction work against them. Bridget Farias 
Gates’ Sarah speaks of wanting to makes a 
go of the house that’s consistently described 
in ramshackle terms, but the look on her 
face signals that she knows it will never hap¬ 
pen. Jason Graf’s Bill, meanwhile, already 
feels too tied down by this place; when 
prodigal Angie (Brittany Flurry, showing the character’s effort to 
do the right thing) brings a new pet home, the image of a rat in a 
cage connects right to her dad, and the weariness Graf projects 
adds to the sense of Bill having put up with this all he can. 

The one person who seems to have a real way out and up 
is Jane, a high school senior who manages to get accepted 
into UCLA. But when the news is greeted not with congratula¬ 
tions but with concerns about the financial burden college 


will cause, her people-pleasing middle-child instincts kick in 
and she decides not to go. (Rosa Armendariz keenly conveys 
Jane’s smarts, impatience, and feelings of defeat.) It takes 
another family member’s intervention to get Jane to leave 
home and take this shot at a future. 

In a family with so many stress fractures, so many places 
where one good jolt could take everything down, it may be too 
much to expect every person to change her or his relation¬ 
ship to everyone else. Perhaps only the small alliances, those 
between two sisters or a child and a parent, can relieve the 
pressure and hold the family together. It’s in the grace seen 
in another’s eyes that you can accept the fault in you isn’t all 
your fault.

In 2013, 50 years after his first solo show 
and the publication of the groundbreaking art 
book Twentysix Gasoline Stations, Ed Ruscha 
chose the Harry Ransom Center as the home 
for his personal archives, calling it “the 
home to end all homes” for its dedication to 
scholarship and public access. The extensive 
collection is a comfortable fit for Ruscha, as 
his work itself is archival in nature, a sort of 
documentation and collection. 

“Archaeology and Romance” is set up as 
a more-or-less chronological walkthrough of 
some of Ruscha’s art books. At the onset is 
the trailblazing Twentysix Gasoline Stations, 
where the viewer is treated to a copy of the 
book, chained to a little podium, to thumb 
through. The material surrounding the book 
pulls from the archives to reveal the process 
behind its creation and how Ruscha’s view 
of the work changed over time. There are 
photographs and screenprinted works based 
on some of the more recognizable shots 
from the book, namely those of the Amarillo 
Standard Station. 

Surveying the titles of the books on display 
is like scanning entries in a nutso inventory 
spreadsheet: Twentysix Gasoline Stations 
(1963), Various Small Fires (1964), Every 
Building on the Sunset Strip (1966), Thirtyfour 
Parking Lots in Los Angeles (1967), and Nine 
Swimming Pools and a Broken Glass (1968) 
are all available to thumb through. 

In a 1965 Artforum interview, framed and 
displayed, Ruscha discusses his subversive 
approach to photography, saying, “I think 
photography is dead as a fine art; its only 
place is in the commercial world, for technical 
or information purposes. ... Thus, it is not a 


book to house a collection of art photographs 

- they are technical data like industrial pho¬ 
tography.” The work of art is the completed 
book itself. This is made clear from the 
archival material, where Ruscha’s mock-ups 
and sketches, ledgers and receipts, and lists 
of words show a preoccupation with every 
aspect of the final product, from dimensions 
to layout to typography. The photo crops were 
in service to the layout. The typography often 
came before the photos and the titles before 
the typography. 

“Archaeology,” the excavation and analysis 
of physical remains, is what is presented, 
and it is an archaeological dive into Ruscha’s 
archives in the spirit of Ruscha’s own work 
collecting and cataloging physical, everyday 
objects. His motifs - gas stations, parking 
lots, swimming pools, and tacky apartments 

- document the time and places surrounding 
him. They are markers of 1960s Cali sprawl 
and aspiration, isolated, collated, and re¬ 
emphasized. Ruscha documents patterns 

of human activity with a noticeable void of 
human presence. There are traces of people 
in the images: wet footprints trailing a diving 
board in one of the nine swimming pools or 
a gradient of oil residues as parking spots 
move farther from the door in one of the 34 
parking lots - eerie impressions. Ruscha’s 
archival material provides similar glimpses. 

We can trace his thoughts as we read his 
scribbles - “make it look more like a slogan” 
in all caps or red-inked cursive “would it be 
better here?” with an arrow and an “x” - but 
these imprints only add to the evocative 
nature of Ruscha’s work and persona. Therein 
lies the romance. - Melany Jean

You call a piece of fiction “An American 
Anything” and there is the suggestion of 
scope. You start thinking in broad strokes, in 
allegory. You certainly feel the weight of show¬ 
ing a representative experience (and our rep¬ 
resentatives are almost unceasingly white). 
But Tayari Jones’ An American Marriage lives 
up to the ambitions of her title while eschew¬ 
ing those expectations - her protagonists 
are black while their story has them wrestling 
with the criminal justice system and other 
national quandaries, the 
novel always stays intimate 
and deeply specific. 

Part of that intimacy 
comes from form. Marriage 
vacillates between first- 
person narratives and let¬ 
ters between Celestial and 
Roy, the husband and wife 
of the titular union. They’re 
in love, they’ve got bright 
futures ahead of them 
(him in corporate America, 
her as a visual artist who 
makes poupee dolls), and 
we’re with them for just two 
chapters before their com¬ 
plicated but promising year- 
and-a-half-old marriage hits 
a horrifying roadblock: On a 
visit to see his parents, Roy 
is falsely accused and swiftly 
convicted of rape. He’s 
given a 12-year sentence 
and whisked away to prison, 
leaving Celestial to fight for 
his emancipation and navigate a life alone. 

We watch their relationship wither on the vine 
through jailhouse correspondence, and when, 
after five years served, Roy’s conviction is 
overturned, we follow his return to Atlanta, 
where Celestial has begun forging a new life 
with her lifelong best friend, Andre.

From the opening sentence, both Roy and 
Celestial’s narration is in the past tense, but 
the work of the novel is exposing how they each 
treat their history. Prison is a cruel limbo that 
teaches Roy to put the time before his incar¬ 
ceration in amber - his remembrances are suf¬ 
fused with charismatic warmth at the same time 
that his desire to hand-wave his and Celestial’s 
substantive marital issues builds a sense of 
foreboding. With freedom comes a fierce hope 
that Celestial’s life has been at standstill in his 
absence. Celestial has a dif¬ 
ferent story, however, one in 
which this profound injustice 
exposed fault lines in their 
partnership that had been 
there from the beginning. 

If Roy’s glasses are rose- 
colored, hers have 20/20 
hindsight, and through her, 
we see the impossibility of 
her playing Penelope to Roy’s 
Odysseus. But then again, it 
serves her turn to cast their 
marriage as a doomed one, 
when she has the opportu¬ 
nity to find love with Andre in 
front of her. 

“Your father always tries 
to break you of this, but you 
are just like him, brilliant but 
impulsive and a tiny bit self¬ 
ish. But more women should 
be selfish. Or else the world 
will trample you,” Celestial’s 
mother tells her when she 
is young. An American 
Marriage’s most interesting and tender strug¬ 
gle is with the question of what we owe one 
another; is expecting someone to wait more 
or less selfish than refusing to do so? Jones 
could give us a prescriptive answer, but she 
doesn’t, and in that bittersweet unknowing, 
there is something beautiful. - Rosalind Faires

Altstadt Brewery outside of Fredericksburg brings a little bit of Germany to 
the Hill Country. 

Adhering to the German Purity Law of 1516, the brewery puts nothing but 
hops, barley, yeast, and water into the beer. The new state-of-the-art brewery goes 
a step further by mimicking the mineral composition of the artesian spring water 
of Germany. The Texas water is filtered through reverse osmosis, says Peter 
Koestler, brewmaster and native German. Natural minerals are then put back 
into the water. The lager uses water similar in composition to that found in 
Munich, the altbier copies water from Dusseldorf, and the kolsch mirrors Cologne 
where the style originated. 

Although the brewery has been producing for more than a year for retail distri¬ 
bution, the new German castle on Highway 290 had its grand opening in early 
October. Now you can sample the brewery’s three signature brews in a German- 
style biergarten, along with nine other beers on tap only in the tasting room. 

The brewery is a project of the Scripps family, famous for their media invest¬ 
ments, but with a history in the Fredericksburg area. Besides the brewery, the 
German-style compound also houses an event center that is already open, and a 
German restaurant that opens later this year. 

Chef Alex Ralston says the restaurant will feature foods of the six flags of 
Texas, not just Bavarian fare. The kitchen prepares menus for banquets and pub 
grub in the biergarten.

Sourcing Local 

SMALL GARDENS HAVE BIG IMPACT ON FLAVOR 


In our global economy, chefs can get fresh meat, dairy, and pro¬ 
duce from all over the world thanks to massive food distributors 
and boutique suppliers. Over the last decade, locally sourced food 
has exploded in popularity, and become a focal point for menu 
development and bragging rights. 

Since “locally sourced” isn’t a regulated term, it’s mostly up to 
individual interpretation. What is generally agreed on is that it’s 
food from the consumers’ area, usually within 200 miles or so. For 
Austin, that covers parts of the Gulf of Mexico, the Hill Country, 
and as far away as Dallas and San Antonio. For Andrew Stiver, 
executive chef at Vista Farm & Grill, getting his product locally is 
about serving a community: “I wanted to make a difference in 
whatever way I could. It’s a great responsibility for any chef.” 

That responsibility extends to the environment as well since 
massive cultivations of a single crop can deplete a region’s soil. 
The overgrazing of livestock leaves land barren. Fruits, vegetables, 
meat, and dairy also don’t need to be packed, refrigerated, 
shipped, and distributed over thousands of miles. In Stiver’s case, 
it’s an eight-minute walk from his garden to his outdoor kitchen, so 
most days, he’s serving things that were picked that morning. 

What they don’t get from their own garden, Vista often gets from 
the brewery and their neighbors. “It drove me crazy that we have 
all of these families and farms right here that produce awesome 
food that’s fresh, but grocery stores are buying all their food from 
halfway around the world,” said Stiver. While buying local or grow¬ 
ing their own product gives chefs more control over the quality and 
freshness of their ingredients, it can be a double-edged sword. A 
dish can be very popular, utilizing bright summer fruits or hardy 
winter root vegetables, but when their growing season is over, it 
forces chefs to adapt. 


“When things go out of season, the menu has to change quickly. 
Seasons are unpredictable here, and ingredients will change dras¬ 
tically from one week to the next. Things like eggplant or peaches 
or tomatoes - the quality of the ingredients fluctuate a lot,” said 
Max Snyder, executive chef at Pitchfork Pretty. 

The restaurant sits in the middle of the Eastside, but is fortu¬ 
nate enough to have a small garden down the street that the chefs 
use to fuel the menu. Occupying only an eighth of an acre, the gar¬ 
den has a hard time producing larger fruits and vegetables. 

Instead, Snyder mostly uses it to grow things he couldn’t get other¬ 
wise. “It’s a great source of constant newness: new ideas coming 
from a rotating cast of ingredients,” he said. 

Sourcing local provides excellent opportunities for chefs to 
showcase things coming from their backyards, but what about 
everything else that is used to round out a dish? Salts, season¬ 
ings, spices, oils, and vinegar? “You never want to sacrifice quality. 
Texas has made leaps and bounds when it comes to olive oils, but 
you don’t see very many salt producers coming out of the Gulf,” 
said Jesse DeLeon, executive chef at Rosewood. 

Operating out of a converted Victorian house, DeLeon uses the 
challenge of local sourcing as a way to help shape his menu. He 
tries to get as many of his ingredients as possible either from the 
area, or from Texas in general. Drawing from the Gulf and Hill 
Country lets his food speak for his home state. 

“[Rosewood] brings it back to a dish that either I grew up eating, 
or my cooks grew up eating, that brings back some nostalgia,” said 
DeLeon. “We want people who grew up in Texas going, ‘Wow, I 
remember eating this as a kid.’ Or people who aren’t from Texas to 
get a basic understanding of our food.”

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If you ever visited Lubbock, Texas, and especially 
if you lived there, you probably noticed a high per 
capita ratio of hibachi restaurants for a Panhandle 
town. My 10-year stint in the land of Red Raiders 
reinforced my DFW-born appreciation of Japanese 
steakhouses, and my craving for ginger sauce and 
tableside chef theatrics has really never subsided. 
(Shout-out to Hiroaki “Rocky” Aoki who made 
teppanyaki-style cooking popular in America with 
his Benihana restaurants.) Austin has its fair share of 
hibachi options, but there’s something special about 
this neighborhood favorite. 

It’s a long-winded explanation, but basically, what 
is often referred to as hibachi in the U.S. is actually 
teppanyaki, and regardless of the nomenclature, it’s 
delicious. There’s a large steel flat-top grill surround¬ 
ed by chairs on three sides, and a charming (seriously: 
it’s a job requirement) chef prepares the orders while 
entertaining guests with antics like tossing grilled 
shrimp into willing mouths, making an onion-ring vol¬ 
cano, and cracking eggs on the edge of a knife. Served 
with clear soup and a house salad (and that delicious 
ginger dressing), these type of restaurants’ hibachi 
menus, in my experience, are often almost identical, 
with options for steak, chicken, shrimp, or scallops to 
accompany the fresh grilled veggies and either fried 
or white rice. Here they’ve also got lobster, Chateau¬ 
briand, and combo options like the Splash n’ Meadow, 
which might be my all-time favorite name for a steak 
and shrimp pairing. I recommend ordering the scal¬ 
lops because there’s really nothing more decadent 
than those seared little marshmallows of the sea.

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Wild, Wild Life 

Living off the land with Local Leaf

Through the years, we’ve been led to 
believe that money doesn’t grow on trees. 
But Eric Knight and Stacy Coplin prove 
that old adage wrong each week when they 
forage yaupon, the only caffeinated bever¬ 
age native to North America. Yaupon is a 
species of holly related to yerba mate and, 
when the leaves are dried and cold-brewed, 
it results in a similarly earthy, grassy tea 
that is naturally high in antioxidants, poly¬ 
phenols, and anti-inflammatory flavonoids. 

“If you look out, pretty much 90% of the 
stuff you’re seeing is 
yaupon,” Knight said 
on a recent edible plant 
walk in Bastrop, ges¬ 
turing out into the for¬ 
est. “It’s the dominant 
shrub, especially east 
of town; there’s no way 
to overharvest it.” 

Knight discovered 
the plant, found 
throughout in the 
Southeast and as far 
north as Dallas, when 
he began to immerse himself in the world of 
botany while studying environmental engi¬ 
neering at UT. 

“Toward the end of college, I started to 
get really into primitive and survival skills,” 
he says. “I started learning about plants and 
found out that’s what I was really passion¬ 
ate about.” 

After graduating, Knight moved to 
Oregon for six months. He steeped himself 
in field guides and began learning from 
other foragers before moving back to Austin 
and taking classes at the Wildflower School 
of Botanical Medicine. 

He started working at Earth Native Wil¬ 
derness School, teaching both kids and 
adults survival skills (like how to build a 
fire and identify wilderness medicine), and 
led similar classes and edible plant walks at 
the Austin Nature & Science Center. It was 
there that he met Coplin, who was running 


the center’s naturalist workshop after 
returning from college in Colorado and 
leading environmental education experi¬ 
ences in the Everglades, on the East Coast, 
and in Dallas. 

(Serendipitous side note: It turns out 
both native Austinites attended the same 
elementary, middle, and high schools - and 
even had some mutual friends - yet some¬ 
how hadn’t connected until this point!) 

“When Stacy and I started dating, I was 
telling her about some of the stuff I harvest 
and yaupon came up,” 
recalls Knight. “I men¬ 
tioned that it was caf¬ 
feinated and we had 
this idea that maybe 
we could start a yau¬ 
pon business.” 

In 2012, they met with 
lawyers and accoun¬ 
tants and began to dive 
headfirst into perfect¬ 
ing a recipe and form¬ 
ing a business plan. 
“But we’d just started 
dating,” says Coplin. “And Eric is an engi¬ 
neer and has a certain temperament - like 
he wouldn’t take breaks.” 

“I get kind of obsessed,” Knight admits. 

They decided to table the idea for the 
time being, putting their equipment into 
storage and moving it with them over the 
next several years. During this time, Knight 
secured a job as an environmental engineer 
and the two got married and bought a 
house. In 2016, they decided to launch 
Local Leaf, a company founded on products 
made sustainably: wild-harvested plants. 

“I want us to have deep roots and big 
branches and really do it right,” says Coplin. 
“The name Local Leaf works because it can 
be long-term and [refer to] many things. So 
yaupon’s just the first thing and we have 
some other ideas in the works.” 

Each week, the duo hand-harvests two 
pillowcase-sized sacks of leaves around the 


Austin area. They strip the shiny, leathery 
leaves from their branches - only taking 
20 % from each plant - and the leaves grow 
back immediately. Their process involves 
drying half to make a brighter “green” 
expression and roasting the other half for a 
more mate-like “toasted” expression. They 
cold-brew and bottle the two variations, sell¬ 
ing them on Wednesdays and Sundays at 
the Texas Farmers’ Market at Mueller. The 
sugar-free, additive-free tea can also be 
found at Royal Blue Grocery, as well as res¬ 
taurants like Casa de Luz, Curcuma, and 
Bento Picnic. 

This fall, Local Leaf was invited to take 
part in the first-ever Yaupon Symposium, 
put on by the American Yaupon Association, 
a board started by the Florida-based Yaupon 
Brothers. The event took place at the 
Central Library on October 17. 

“I think Austin is going to be the center 
of it all because it’s the most food-centric 
city with yaupon in it,” explains Knight. 

On connecting with Cat Spring Yaupon, 
the first Austin company to bring the tea 
leaves to market, Coplin says, “They had a 
ton of work to do as far as educating people. 
[It’s] cool to meet the people who set the 
groundwork for what we’re doing. Yaupon is 
still so new, anyone who’s doing it and put¬ 


ting the word out is good news for all of us.” 

Even with a full-time engineering career 
and a growing business (which Coplin 
focuses on full time), Knight finds the time 
to lead edible plant walks for both the Lady 
Bird Johnson Wildflower Center and for 
Local Leaf (dates are listed on their web¬ 
site). During these sessions, he guides small 
groups through some of his favorite parks, 
pointing out edible native plants like wood 
sorrel, hackberry, Turk’s cap, sumac, cedar 
elm, mustang grapes, beautyberry, juniper 
- and yaupon, of course. 

“The plant walks get people outside and 
excited about what’s already there,” says 
Coplin. “And then they can share that 
knowledge with other people, too.” 

But what’s to stop anyone from harvest¬ 
ing and brewing their own yaupon once 
they know how to spot it? 

“We have some proprietary stuff we do 
so people can’t exactly replicate our tea,” 
says Knight. “But I’d rather have people 
using it because that’s the whole point. 
We’re excited about it because it’s a local 
source of caffeine and theobromine. So 
whether it’s the other yaupon companies 
that people like, or ours, or if they want to 
harvest their own, I think it’s all better 
than importing something.” ■

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The New Political Battlefield 

UT grad Ray Mansfield is bringing politics back to the multiplex with The Oath

There’s a change in modern cinema. For decades, films 
with an overt political message seemed doomed to failure; 
but in the last couple of years, there’s been a shift, with 
movies like Get Out and BlacKkKlansman unafraid to 
show their political credentials, and to reflect on the state of 
the nation, while never feeling like polemic. That’s the 
trademark of UT grad Ray Mansfield and his production 
company QC Entertainment, which helped bring both 
Jordan Peele and Spike Lee’s latest visions to the multi¬ 
plex. Mansfield said, “We’re trying to bury [the message] 
under a lot of entertainment, so that people feel like they 
went to the movies, they had fun, but they have something 
to walk out and talk about.” 

His latest addition to modern political cinema is The 
Oath, which is superficially as radical a break for film¬ 
maker and star Ike Barinholtz ( Blockers ) as Get Out was 
for Peele. Prior to this seasonal satire, Barinholtz described 
the bulk of his prior scriptwriting work as “more or less a 
larger-sized studio comedy.” However, for his directorial 
debut, he wades into deeply satirical and highly political 
waters. It’s a profoundly liberal allegory, but at the same 
time, Barinholtz said, “It’s not a liberal fantasy. I take one 
side, but I show horrible behavior on both sides.” 

In it Barinholtz plays Chris, the most progressive mem¬ 
ber of a family that generally doesn’t talk politics at the 
dinner table, but this year it’s become inevitable, since the 
president has requested that all citizens take an oath of 
loyalty. There are no consequences for not taking the oath 
- at least, not officially - but with the deadline for signing 


being Black Friday, Chris soon regrets inviting his conser¬ 
vative family over for the annual feast. For Barinholtz, 
that’s just a reflection of where America is right now: star¬ 
ing at each other over the cranberry sauce, carving knives 
tightly gripped. He said, “It feels like people are putting on 
armor before Thanksgiving, because they know there’s 
going to be some kind of a battle. Five years ago, if someone 
had a different political position, even if you didn’t agree 
with it, there was a general understanding. But now I think 
we’re looking at a time where a lot of people are looking at 
a different group of people and saying, ‘How are 
you thinking like this? It doesn’t make sense.’” 

Barinholtz had already written a first draft before 
Mansfield came aboard, and by late summer of 2017 
he was passing the script around to a roster of friends 
and colleagues. That list included Jordan Peele: The 
pair already knew each other from MADtv and Amsterdam- 
based stand-up show Boom Chicago. Mansfield said, “They’re 
really good friends, and he asked Jordan about making the 
move from acting and comedy to director, and broadening 
genre out, having something social to say.” It was Peele who 
told him to take it to Mansfield. “[Jordan said] they’ll protect 
you and the movie, and help you make it the right way. Ike 
brought us the draft, and we read it and we loved it.” 

Let’s back up a moment. After graduating from UT’s Radio- 
Television-Film program in 2000, Mansfield moved to Los 
Angeles to become a producer. With several successes under 


his belt, including The Messenger and Kumiko, the Treasure 
Hunter, in 2016 he and producer Sean McKittrick (with whom 
he had worked on I Hope They Serve Beer in Hell and Green 
Is Gold ) founded QC Entertainment, a one-stop financing, 
production, sales, and distribution hub. The new shingle built 
on the combination of stark humor and implicit politics from 
2011’s McKittrick-produced, Bobcat Goldthwait-directed God 
Bless America. So far, between Get Out and BlacKkKlansman, 
that equation is paying off, and Mansfield hopes The Oath 
will ignite the same kind of passion. 

What attracted Mansfield to Barinholtz’s script was a trait 
that QC looks for in all its projects: “Urgency. ... These are 
the kind of stories that need to be put in front of an audi¬ 
ence as fast as possible, because they’re tapping into the 
Zeitgeist in a way that is going to create conversation.” 

QC had been involved with developing both Get Out and 
BlacKkKlansman from the pitch stage, making The Oath 
the first working script they had acquired. They did so 
under one condition: Mansfield recalled telling Barinholtz, 
“The only thing we ask is that you have to start now. 
Because this has to be out before the midterm elections 
next year.” So the day after Barinholtz wrapped shooting on 
the sixth and final season of The Mindy Project, he went 
straight into preproduction on his directorial debut. Even 
so, getting a feature prepped, shot, and edited to be ready 
before the election seemed like a challenge for a first-time 
filmmaker, but Mansfield was sure Barinholtz was up to the 
task. “When he was going to go convince other actors to be 
in the movie, we knew he was going to be really persuasive, 
because he was really persuasive with us.” 

The Oath, with its pointed riff on presidential loyalty 
oaths, is the most grabbed-from-the-headlines of QC’s big 
three. It’s also the only one that seems directly inspired by 
the politics of the hour, but that doesn’t make the others any 
less relevant. Barinholtz said, “Get Out would have worked 
five years ago, because we’ve always had creepy older white 
people. But I think now the world changed so much in the 
last thousand days or so, I think you’re going to see movies 
that are taking on what’s happening head-on.” 

While both Get Out and BlacKkKlansman were being 
developed before Trump even started his presidential run, 
Mansfield said that since the election, “the culture transi¬ 
tioned to the point where people were seeking stories like 
this.” In an industry in which it’s not uncommon for a film 
to take literally decades to make its way to the screen, 
Mansfield is seeing a real hunger for the kind of movies he 
wants to make at QC: movies that are as much a cultural 
barometer as they are a good night out. He added, “When 
you’re able to tell a socially relevant story in an entertaining 
way, people want to get on and make that project then, and 
audiences want to get out of their houses, and go sit in a 
theatre and watch those stories with other people.” That’s 
something that Mansfield sees big studios recognizing, not¬ 
ing that movies like Get Out are “bridge movies that are 
showing the powers that be that there’s business to these 
stories, and I’m really happy to see other films like Crazy 
Rich Asians further cementing the validity of that mindset. 

... The new quote-unquote genre is previously 
unexplored perspectives,” 

That’s a core component of the QC business 
model: that a film doesn’t just open well, but lasts, 
and has political resonance. Get Out didn’t just 
open at No. 1 in the U.S. with a $45 million first- 
week haul - 10 times its production budget - but it stayed 
in the Top 10 for two months. Similarly, BlacKkKlansman 
was Spike Lee’s first movie to break the Top 10 since his 
studio-friendly crowd-pleaser Inside Man in 2006, and it 
stayed there for six weeks. Both films dominated the mov¬ 
iegoing conversation, and Mansfield expects that Barinholtz 
will help get similar discussions going about The Oath. He 
said, “Ike is just such a charismatic and articulate person 
that we knew he was a guy that could go do the publicity 
circuit, and talk passionately about politics and entertain¬ 
ment, to the point that people get really excited.” ■

The Night They 
Came Home 

The cycle of violence is complete in Halloween

When David Gordon Green announced he 
was taking on the Halloween franchise, there 
was general befuddlement. Green’s metier 
(aside from diversions into stoner comedy a 
la Pineapple Express and Your Highness) has 
always been damaged people: those left with 
scars so deep that they influence every move¬ 
ment they make. So it’s the Green that made 
Joe, not the one that directed 12 episodes of 
sports comedy Eastbound & Down, that takes 
on the legacy of Oct. 31,1978, in Haddonfield, 
III., and what that night did to Laurie Strode, 
the sole survivor of the babysitter murders. 

Ignoring the entire convoluted mythol¬ 
ogy of the seven sequels (aside from 
some delicate Easter eggs that never 
feel intrusive), Green and co-writer Danny 
McBride go to the basics of the franchise: 
Laurie (Curtis) survived the massacre, and 
has lived knowing that Michael Myers is still 
alive in a state-run mental institution. The 
damage that has inflicted on her, knowing 
that the bogeyman is still alive. 

The trigger for the return of the Shape 
(played in part by Castle, the original man

under the mask, and by Courtney for the 
more physical and visceral scenes) is the 
intrusion into his asylum of a pair of British 
podcasters working on a Serial-e sque show 
about the killings. Rob Zombie’s controver¬ 
sial and (I’ll say it) underrated reboot tried 
to create a real-world Michael, explaining his 
pathology as nature and nurture: Green’s 
version is that pure, unstoppable force of 
evil, as described in a recording by the late 
Dr. Loomis (a stellar imitation of Donald

Pleasence). But it’s not Michael that’s 
interesting, it’s Laurie. After Curtis went 
toe-to-toe with him as some form of aveng¬ 
ing angel in what was supposed to be their 
final encounter in 1998’s Halloween H20: 20 
Years Later, now she shines in a remarkable 
performance as a self-described two-time 
divorcee basket case. Her trauma is echoed 
in her daughter Karen (Greer, finally given a 




meaty role as the adult who has tried to flee 
her mother’s neuroses), and her granddaugh¬ 
ter Allyson (Matichak). 

What’s important here is the years of 
change, the time elapsed: Michael has been 
trapped in amber, immobile, never commu¬ 
nicating, waiting for the day that he gets to 
do the only thing he desires - to kill and kill 
again. Laurie has been dealing with what he 
did, and it has cost her everything. Green 
and co-writers McBride and Jeff Fradley’s 
thesis - beyond the very effective gore - is 
really about how we process these kinds 
of events, showing both the strengths and 
limitations of Laurie’s response (basically, 
go paranoid survivalist) and Karen’s touchy- 
feely approach, with Allyson left suspended 
between the two. 

With original director John Carpenter’s 
blessing, Green manages something that 
is both a tribute to and an evolution of 


the 1978 classic, with moments designed 
to create resonances that are not just re¬ 
enactment but part of his bigger theme of 
trauma-causing scars (there are also, in a 
nod to his days as an Austin resident, a 
couple of subtle visual nods to the original 
The Texas Chain Saw Massacre). He keeps 
the necessary sense of dread - after all, 
the original is built around the inevitability of 
the murders, and Green keeps most of the 
actual deaths offscreen, instead leaping from 
fear to discovery. It’s a thumb in the eye to a 
genre where the idea of a cool kill has often 
buried narrative, and one that is well placed. 
He may have been an unlikely choice, but 
undoubtedly an incredibly effective one.

You know Westerns are in the middle of 
a comeback when even low-budget filmmak¬ 
ers are trying their hand at the genre. Big 
Kill, the latest such film, may not operate on 
the same level as a movie like The Sisters 
Brothers, but there’s certainly a bit of charm 
in watching a filmmaker play it straight with a 
few of our favorite Nineties stars. 

After being run out of Mexico by the local 
militia, gunslingers Jake (Martin) and Travis 
(Hummel) find themselves broke on the 
Texas border. This changes when they meet 
Jim (Sanders), an East Coast accountant trav¬ 
eling west to meet his brother in the booming 
city of Big Kill, Ariz. When the trio arrive, they 
find themselves in a city caught in the grip 
of a cruel preacher (Patric) and the notorious 
outlaw Johnny Kane (Phillips). Despite staring 
down the barrel of another gunfight, Jake and 
Travis decide to stick around and help Jim look 
for his missing brother... at least until the 
saloon runs out of whiskey.

Provided that your favorite distribution plat¬ 
form is the nearest Redbox, you’ll probably 
find this low-budget Western quite to your 
liking. Big Kill is the feature film equivalent 
of a one-man production; not only does Scott 
Martin play Jake, he also wrote, directed, 
produced, and co-edited the film. This level 
of involvement often bodes poorly for indie 
movies, but Martin has managed to pull 
together what looks and feels like a proper 
horse opera. Think of Big Kill as the unaired 
pilot for a Nineties television Western and 
you might have a general idea of what to 
expect. It’s more than enough to keep you 
from tripping over the production design 
every 10 minutes. 

And the performances aren’t half-bad, 
either. Too often, low-budget productions fall 
somewhere between movie and marketing 
stunt, undercutting their original storytelling 
with shameless bits of recognizable casting. 
That’s not what Big Kill has in mind for its 
co-stars. While there is some novelty in see¬ 
ing actors like Patric and Phillips take hammy 
villainous turns, they’re given a bit of sub¬ 
stance to chew on, and the film is better for 
it. Martin even gets a solid leading-man turn 
out of Sanders, whose kindhearted tenderfoot 
is the focal point of the movie. 


If you can accept the fact that Big Kill 
is a film with some rough edges - how I’d 
love to give them a mulligan on that terrible 
soundtrack - then you might just be sur¬ 
prised at how far a good location and a solid 
cast will get you.

With 2016’s The Greasy Strangler, British 
writer/director Jim Hosking basically threw 
a curveball into indie cinema. Or did he? 

The film mixed a blend of absurdist humor 
and a casting approach that sought to place 
unconventional characters into a meticulously 
curated world, with a plot that really was just 
an excuse for them to play around in. Well, 
guess what? An Evening With Beverly Luff 
Linn doesn’t quite double down, but runs in 
the same stream. 

Obviously working with a bigger budget, 
and attracting indie stalwarts like moths to a 
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flame, Hosking’s sophomore effort works on 
a slightly larger canvas, but his predilection 
for a specific aesthetic, one of trash-chic and 
nostalgic clothing and environments, remains 
intact. Lulu Danger (Plaza) works in her hus¬ 
band’s coffee shop (that would be Shane 
Danger, Emile Hirsch channeling good ol’ Nic 
Cage), until she doesn’t, due (allegedly) to 
corporate cutbacks. A plot hatched by Shane 
to steal a cash box owned by his brother- 
in-law Adjay (Dissanayake), leads to the 
entrance of Colin (Clement), who shows up 
at the couple’s house after overhearing Adjay 
lamenting the theft in a laundromat, and sub¬ 
sequently offering his services to retrieve the 
money. “Putting myself in harm’s way for the 
benefit of others is what I do,” Colin says at 
one point. Lulu and Colin abscond with the 
cash box to the Morehouse Hotel, where the 
titular Luff Linn (Robinson) will be performing 
for one night only. There follows many awk¬ 
ward hijinks and a convergence of charac¬ 
ters, as secrets are discovered and motives 
unveiled. Luff Linn himself is portrayed as 
a mythical figure, whose communication in 
various inflections of grunts to his assistant 
Rodney (Berry, one of the most talented 
comedic actors working today) is one of the 
many highlights to this peculiar film. 

But, at its heart, Luff Linn is a very sweet 
love story between Colin and Lulu, punctuat¬ 
ed by absurdity and a specific type of humor 
that (as I’ve referenced before) brings to the 
screen the spirit of the work of famed graph¬ 
ic novelist Daniel Clowes. But here, Hosking 
has ascended to his own indelible style. 

His constant need to haggle you with these 
characters’ wants and needs, his relentless 
display of garishness and unattractiveness, 
hide the fact that, at its core, Luff Linn loves 
its characters, whatever faults they may 
have. It is a film about dreamers and schem¬ 
ers, about reconciling with the past and the 
difficult choices of the future. It just happens 
to be wrapped up in the director’s brand of 
craziness, which is, to be clear, not for every¬ 
one. But if you succumb to the film’s world¬ 
view, you will find a hilarious comedy that 
also serves as a delightful, if unconventional, 
depiction of love.

Asger Holm (Cedergren) is not a good cop. 
That’s made abundantly clear in the open¬ 
ing moments of Danish police drama The 
Guilty. After all, if he was a good cop, then 
he wouldn’t be working the phones at a dis¬ 
patch center. He’s clearly very good at police 
work, discerning within seconds the dirty 
little secrets behind every caller - the john 
rolled by a hooker, the speed addict who’s 
freaking out - and he gives them just as 
much time as he thinks they deserve. That’s 
what makes him a bad cop, that dismis¬ 
siveness and arrogance, the conviction that 
he’s above it all, and that he will skate on 
whatever unnamed crime got him temporarily 
stuck on desk duty. 

What causes this cloak of hubris to 
unravel is a call from Iben (Dinnage), who 
he quickly discerns has been kidnapped. 

The who, what, where, and why of her 
abduction is what drives Holm and the 
story, with one added wrinkle: He can’t 
leave the station. Everything he does is by 
phone, whether it’s trying to get what little 
information he can from Iben, or dispatch¬ 
ing other agencies, or calling in favors from 
his partner, Rashid (Shargawi), who is also 
his prime defense witness in his upcoming 
misconduct hearing. 

Such single-location dramas have long 
been a mainstay of TV, where a well-exe¬ 
cuted bottle episode (think Breaking Bad's 
“Fly”) can be a quiet, defining moment for 
the show. Yet in film the convention often 
falls into dramatic hyperbole (think of 
Phone Booth's godlike sniper), or become 
afraid of their own high concept, and bolt 
for open space (cf The Call). However, this 
chilling, thrilling police procedural never 
once leaves the two adjoining rooms of the 
dispatch office. Moreover, the story never 
artificially raises the stakes, because the 
script (written by Moller and Emil Nygaard 
Albertsen) understands that a kidnapping 
in which the rescuer is as restrained as 
the victim is tense enough. So it’s up to 
Cedergren to carry the lean, subtle drama. 

He does more than that: As a man becom¬ 
ing increasingly aware of his own limita¬ 
tions, he makes every heart-stopping, and 
often heart-wrenching, moment carry weight 
and motivation. 

In his feature debut as a director, Moller 
(ably assisted by cinematographer Jasper 
Spanning, and subtle work from production 
designer Gustav Pontoppidan) strikes a per¬ 
fect balance between the quiet intimacy of 
the phone calls, and the claustrophobia of 
Holm’s increasing desperation. Without ever 
feeling stagy or theatrical, The Guilty is an 
exquisite reminder that all you need is four 
walls and a great performance.

It’s notoriously difficult to successfully strad¬ 
dle the razor-thin line between comedy and 
horror. Director Barinholtz’s ambitious feature 
debut nonetheless scores a preposterously 
entertaining trifecta by adding ripped-from-the- 
headline partisan divisiveness into the mix 
with barely a misstep. Not since Eli Roth’s 
faux-G rind house trailer Thanksgiving has a holi- 
day-set film elicited a laughter-to-cringe ratio so 
effectively while at the same time strip-mining 
the Zeitgeist’s political contretemps down to 
the bloody marrow. (Notably, a trio of produc¬ 
ers from last year’s equally socially relevant 
Oscar winner Get Out were involved in this 
production.) In short, this is exactly the right 
movie to remedy your clan’s post-celebratory 
meal, tryptophan-induced food coma. That said 
and for safety’s sake, you might want to pat 
down crazy Uncle Carl in case he’s licensed to 
carry and packing heat. It’s that kind of movie. 

MADtv alum Barinholtz, who stars, also 
scripted The Oath’s gonzo, sociopolitical sto¬ 
ryline. He also assembled a uniformly excep¬ 
tional cast whose enthusiasm for the project 
is readily apparent. Set in a near future that 
feels uncomfortably believable, the titular 
oath is a government-mandated patriot’s 
pledge of fealty to the sitting president. Well, 
not exactly mandated, but very highly encour¬ 
aged. Americans are given one year to sign, 
with the deadline falling on the day after

Friday. Cut to the following year’s family fes¬ 
tivities, where left-leaning biracial couple Chris 
(Ike Barinholtz) and Kai (Haddish) are expect¬ 
ing the parents, in-laws, and siblings, among 
them Chris’ staunchly Republican brother Pat 
(Jon Barinholtz) and his vacuous girlfriend

Hot-tempered Chris and the more even-keeled 
Kai have vowed not to sign the oath, but as 
the television in the background blares alarm¬ 
ing footage of government goon squads put¬ 
ting down mass protests and arresting note¬ 
worthy resistance members, this blacker-than- 
black family comedy inches ever forward into 
outright thriller. With the third-act arrival of two 
enforcers from the “Citizens Protection Unit” 
(an inspired pairing of Cho and Magnussen), 
the annual gathering shifts from tensely hilari¬ 
ous to outright bloodthirsty. 

Echoes of the Purge franchise are in evi¬ 
dence but Barinholtz’s film reins that sort of 
chaos in - up to a point. The endless sibling 
sparring between Chris and Pat (there’s a 
sweet “fuck you” battle that must be seen 
to be appreciated) is played for laughs until, 
suddenly, it isn’t. For a first-time director like 
Barinholtz, The Oath is more than impressive. 
Tonally, it goes all over the place, but that only 
serves to keep the audience as off-balance 
as the characters onscreen. No matter what 
your political affiliation may be, this Orwellian 
farce is a candidate for President Trump’s 
least favorite film of the year.

Come in from behind the velvet ropes and 
witness firsthand the crazy phenomenon that 
was known as Studio 54, the world’s most 
famous and notorious discotheque. That’s 
the unspoken promise of this documentary 
about the nightclub that was the brightest 
light in New York City’s nightlife for the brief 
33 months that marked its entire existence 
during the late Seventies. It’s a tantalizing 
offer that’s stuffed with celebrity, scandal, 
hedonism, and riches and all the sex, drugs, 
and disco that money could buy (unless 
you’re one of the bold-faced names that 
always got in free. One tidbit: We’re told that 
Mick and Keith could enter for free but the 
other Rolling Stones would be made to pay). 

The film’s promise of an inside look goes 
only so far, however. Matt Tyrnauer, a journalist 
and maker of the documentaries Valentino: The 
Last Emperor, Citizen Jane: Battle for the City, 
and Scotty and the Secret Flistory of Flollywood, 
is more of a historical storyteller than born 
cinephile, and his pastiche of old club footage 
and newspaper headlines might make a great¬ 
er splash if it included more firsthand com¬ 
mentary from actual clubgoers (rather than the 
staff), or perhaps even members of the angry 
crowds on the street who were denied entry. 

There’s little revealed here that isn’t 
already part of the public record (or gossip 
columns), though the film does go into the

details of the club’s precipitous rise and 
fall. That the place captured the spirit of 
the moment - the Seventies, the decade in 
between the popular rise of women’s libera¬ 
tion and the gay rights movement in the 
Sixties and the political backlash and AIDS 
epidemic that colored the Eighties - is a con¬ 
cept frequently repeated throughout. 

Birthed by a couple of young entrepreneurs 
who were also best friends, Ian Schrager and 
Steve Rubell (as well as their silent financial 
partner Jack Dushey), Studio 54 was an 
instant success, beginning with its opening 
party on April 26, 1977. Studio 54 stands 
out for the contributions of Schrager (now a 
successful hotelier), who has been reluctant 
in the past to comment about those years. 
Dushey also appears onscreen, although 
Rubell, a closeted gay man, died from AIDS 
complications in 1989. Rubell, a celebrity- 
loving extrovert, had a talent for publicity, and 
Schrager had an eye for the physical aspects 
that made Studio 54 so unique. The club’s 
stratospheric success and sybaritic spirit was 
also behind the owners’ downfall because 
they began skimming large amounts of cash 
from each day’s take. When the club was even¬ 
tually raided by the authorities, astonishing 
amounts of cash and drugs were discovered 
stashed away in the club’s drop ceiling in the 
basement. Although all three owners served 
jail time as a consequence, the testimony of 
Schrager and others would have us believe 
that they were just naive kids caught up in the 
heady whirlwind of unbridled success. 

Schrager isn’t always as forthcoming as 
one might hope, and he pushes back against 
some of his interviewer’s less softball ques¬ 
tions. (Revealingly, however, we do learn that 
Schrager’s father, nicknamed Max the Jew, 
used to work for gangsters and was known 
as an associate of Meyer Lansky, nicknamed 
the Mob’s Accountant.) 

One intriguing figure in the Club 54 saga is 
Roy Cohn, the New York lawyer and fixer who 
failed to keep the three club owners from serv¬ 
ing jail sentences. Tyrnauer is currently work¬ 
ing on a film about that notorious figure titled 
Where's My Roy Cohn?, a phrase uttered by 
Donald Trump amid his well-documented frus¬ 
tration with his attorney general Jeff Sessions. 
(Cohn also represented Trump in his early 


business career.) Even if Tyrnauer’s Cohn doc 
doesn’t hit the bull’s-eye (like Studio 54), I’ll be 
first in line to observe the target practice.

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No More Cartoon Villains 

DISMANTLING STEREOTYPES WITH THE CINEMA 
TOUCHING DISABILITY FILM FESTIVAL by Julian DeBerry 


Not even the penetrating blackness of 
a Sith lord’s cloak outfit can disguise the 
notion of a stereotype long permeating 
through cinema. “Darth Vader gets golden 
raspberries for being a huge negative stereo¬ 
type of a disability,” said William Greer, the 
passionate film festival director of Cinema 
Touching Disability. “He’s scarred so he’s 
evil. That is the typical role about disability.” 

It’s one of the myriad tiresome 
and familiar tropes, from the lore 
of Batman to the rogues’ gallery 
of James Bond, that permeate 
popular fiction: Disability as a 
sign of inner evil. Greer, who 
sips coffee from a mug encom¬ 
passed by Vader’s mask, admits 
his fondness for the Star Wars films while 
stressing the need for these rigid, ongoing 
stereotypes to be dismantled to make way 
for the more acutely tuned, nuanced work 
those with disabilities deserve. 

That’s where his film festival, now going 
into its 15th year, comes in. This year Greer 
and his team received 501 submissions - an 
abundance of entries that would make any 
festival director both smile and sigh. But sift¬ 
ing through that stack doesn’t always expose 


Greer to the form of expression he’s seeking. 
“Some of these films just do not understand 
disability at all. There are entries that are 
discriminatory and prejudiced, and the people 
aren’t even aware how bad the message 
they’re sending is.” 

However, many films fulfilled these desir¬ 
able guidelines for creative, original work that 
understands and dismantles such notions, 
such as closing film Shattering 
Stereotypes on Mt. Everest. It 
documents those with disabili¬ 
ties climbing Mount Everest, all 
of whom made it to base camp; 
that includes Gary Guller, the 
first one-armed man to reach the 
top of Earth’s highest mountain. 
This relationship of people and nature is one 
of the commonalities from the documentary- 
shorts over the years, some featured in this 
year’s retrospective program. From “Beneath 
the Surface,” a retrospective film about a 
quadruple-amputee certified diver’s handling 
of a life that can sometimes literally be faced 
with a hammerhead shark, to “Kayaking 
Outtasight,” a document of blind veterans 
undertaking an expedition from Montana to 
Yosemite, the festival presents audiences

with ambitious endeavors driven by an interi¬ 
or drive most can only wish to achieve. 

One of the most immediately eye-catching 
expressive forces comes from the Australian- 
born 14-year-old Tilly Jones, star and subject 
of opening film Tilly's Symphony. Jones, who 
has cerebral palsy, is able to play five instru¬ 
ments and compose classical pieces for a 
full orchestra (her talents will be seen out¬ 
side of the moving image during her preshow 
performances Friday and Saturday night). “I’m 
49 and I’m lucky if I can sing off-key,” said 
Greer, for whom Jones is the embodiment of 


a festival whose flourishing heart is con¬ 
cerned with inclusivity and “people with dis¬ 
abilities that don’t focus on their disabilities.” 

Cynicism doesn’t seem to hold a place in 
Greer’s world. While he rightfully struggles 
with the negative stereotypes that still 
emerge from the Hollywood machine (some 
unintentional), his joy for what’s happening 
from filmmakers with disabilities is over¬ 
whelming, an aura that clearly translates to 
this year’s lineup. “There are a surprising 
number of filmmakers with disabilities if you 
know the right avenue to find them.” ■

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Agent of Change Returns 

Austin not only deserves a progressive music policy when it comes to dealing with the 
compatibility of music venues and new residential developments, it demands it. What other 
municipality is so inextricably linked to live music, while constantly ranking among the fastest- 
growing cities in America? 

For three years Austin’s venue owners and music policy advocates have been calling for the 
city to adopt Agent of Change. The ordinance would settle sound disputes with a “we were 
here first” precept in that condos and hotels being built near a music venue would be respon¬ 
sible for mitigating sound for their residents. Likewise, a new club would have to prevent their 
sound from bothering nearby residents and guests. 

Today, a resolution heads to City Council that, if passed, will order the city manager to 
hammer out details for an Agent of Change ordinance early next year. 


Three Years Ago 

Fall 2015: “Playback” publishes a report 
about the newly built Westin hotel repeat¬ 
edly calling police on nearby club the Nook, 
a dispute that eventually evolved into a 
lawsuit and subsequent settlement in which 
the hotel bought the club a downward-facing 
speaker system. 

The following year, Mayor Steve Adler 
supported Agent of Change as part of his 
Omnibus plan, a sweeping music policy wish 
list. In 2017, ongoing momentum portended 
Agent of Change being put on the city books, 
but it crashed and burned before it got 
to Council. The Economic Development 
Department (EDD) 
fumbled its execution 
in three ways: It initially 
excluded hotels from the 
requirements; the lan¬ 
guage included no method 
of enforcement; and they 
hinged it on a new enter¬ 
tainment license music 
owners considered punitive. 

In fact, it proved so coun¬ 
terproductive that venue 
operators and music policy advocates, the 
very groups pushing for Agent of Change, 
banded together and rallied Adler to pull the 
item from the Council agenda. 

Three Weeks Ago 

In many ways, Adler’s been Austin’s ideal 
mayor during his three years atop the high¬ 
est municipal perch - fighting the federal 
agenda locally and showing face at music 
events. Nevertheless, he’s yet to see any 
Omnibus music stabilization efforts through 
the meat grinder of city bureaucracy and his 
mini-bond program to help the city buy music 
venues is dead in the water. The city’s sole 
significant music success during his tenure 
is the Red River Pilot Program, which 
resulted in longer live music hours for select 
Downtown venues. 

With Election Day approaching, Adler 
needs a win in music. Thus, at an Oct. 1 
Music Moves Austin panel, the mayor gave 
Agent of Change another push.

“It’s been frustrating because I’ve been 
part of several conversations where it looked 
like we were done, but then it just doesn’t 
seem to get done,” Adler noted before 
promising to add a resolution to the Oct. 18 
Council agenda. 

That surprised everyone - except those 
quietly working on it behind the scenes. 

Negotiations 

“We want an environment where music ven¬ 
ues and hotels are able to operate,” explains 
Scott Joslove, president of the Texas Hotel 
& Lodging Association. “We’ve met with 
some music venue folks. They’re working on 

_ their priorities, we have our 

priorities, and I don’t think 
we’re far off.” 

Joslove, despite hav¬ 
ing a job description that 
includes fighting burden¬ 
some hotel regulations, 
is supportive of Agent 
of Change. He credits 
James Russell, the 
Visitor Impact Task Force 
chair, with facilitating a 
productive stakeholder process and hopes 
negotiations will foster the inclusion of bass 
frequency measurements in Austin’s sound 
ordinance as well as increased enforcement. 

The resolution, sponsored by Adler and 
Council Members Pio Renteria, Ann 
Kitchen, and Greg Casar, contains a letter 
written by Rebecca Reynolds, the executive 
director of Music Venue Alliance (MVA), 
as its only exhibit. Reynolds says she didn’t 
intend her letter to be the basis of the 
resolution, but stands by its content. Not all 
stakeholder groups feel they were adequately 
consulted during the development of Agent 
of Change v.2.1. 

Chris Riley, president of the Downtown 
Austin Neighborhood Association, sent a 
missive to the mayor and Council lamenting 
that Downtown residents had not given input 
since the resolution’s last go-round in 2017. 
While Riley has two points of contention with 


MVA’s letter, focusing on how residents could 
still be impacted by sound that’s at legal lim¬ 
its, he still supports the passage of Agent of 
Change in Austin. 

“Even if you fully expect a new residential 
project to come in with thorough soundproof¬ 
ing, that doesn’t always happen,” explains 
Riley. “So it just makes sense that whoever 
the Agent of Change is bears the responsibil¬ 
ity for dealing with the issue they’re creating. 
That works both ways.” 

Improvements 

The MVA’s Agent of Change recommenda¬ 
tions bear sharper teeth than EDD’s previous 
effort. For one, it requires that operators of 
new residential properties disclose to guests 
if the structure is in close proximity to a 
music venue. The same would apply for 
anyone selling a building. 

The proposed ordinance also seeks to 
establish a sound mitigation standard of 45 
decibels - the threshold of a good night’s 
sleep, according to the World Health 
Organization. New constructions would 
have to demonstrate that volume inside a 
living space comes in at or below 45 dB. 
That could be achieved through any material 
or means, including working with a venue to 
decrease sound projection at the source. 

While the EDD’s botched 2017 proposal 
presented no methods of enforcement, MVA’s 
recommendation would withhold a new dwell¬ 
ing or venue’s certificate of occupancy until 
it meets soundproofing standards. Reynolds 
equates it to building near an airport. 

“If you’re building a home or condo in a 
flightpath, you have extra requirements to 
make that place hospitable,” she explains. 
“That’s precisely what we’re going after. We 
don’t want to tell you what windows you 
have to use. We just need to get ahead of 
sound disputes as best we can by creating 
some requirement to get your certificate of 
occupancy - showing you took that extra step 
because of where you are.” 


Impeded by Bureaucracy 

There’s no assurance any of the MVA’s 
recommendations will emerge as part of a 
future ordinance. 

In an email forwarded to “Playback,” 

Brian Block, the Entertainment Services 
manager in the city’s Music Office, told a 
neighborhood constituent that there’s “no 
assumption that all of [MVA’s] recommenda¬ 
tions are feasible or would be included in a 
staff recommendation.” 

Through the EDD’s media rep, we asked 
Block if he supports withholding a new build¬ 
ing’s certificate of occupancy if it doesn’t 
adhere to soundproofing standards. Instead, 
“Playback” received a written response from 
David Colligan, the acting EDD assistant 
director and lead on Agent of Change staff 
advisement, recommending “updated com¬ 
munity stakeholder feedback.” In a follow-up 
call, he was pressed to name any method 
of enforcement his department could offer 
those stakeholders. 

“I can’t at this point,” he replied. “I would 
need to better understand what it is we’re 
looking to solve.” 

A representative from Mayor Adler’s office, 
speaking off the record, explains part of their 
desire to push an Agent of Change resolution 
through is to expedite that dialogue while it 
gets shaped into an ordinance. 

Alas, stakeholder feedback, to some degree, 
has been ongoing for the better part of two 
years and local venue owners, whose busi¬ 
nesses may depend on this legislation, have 
received no answers from their public ser¬ 
vants on accountability in respect to Agent 
of Change. After all that time, the EDD, which 
once again plays a major role in this legisla¬ 
tion, isn’t even willing to discuss how, or if, 
enforcement will be handled for new busi¬ 
nesses that ignore soundproofing standards 
- a reminder that while music is sound, poli¬ 
tics is just noise. ■

Boz Scaggs doesn’t mean to be argumentative

“I’ve done a couple of jazz standards 
records [2003’s But Beautiful and 2008’s 
Speak Low,” reflects 74-year-old Boz Scaggs 
of Plano, Texas, born William Royce Scaggs 
in Canton, Ohio, warming up to the subject 
of his long career and the blues’ impact on it. 

“My hits during the Seventies in L.A. were 
inspired by rock and pop,” he continues, 
referring to his Silk Degrees/“Lowdown”/ 
“Lido Shuffle” plum patch in a soft, smoke- 
cured voice curled around the edges by an 
undimmed Texas drawl. “Blues is one ele¬ 
ment of the music that I’d 
grown up with. And 
granted, roots music - if 
you wanna talk about the 
music that came out of 
New Orleans and so forth 
- has been among the 
primary stuff of a lot of 
my music. It’s a part 
of it.” 

It’s a big part of what’s 
now dubbed his “blues 
trilogy”: 2013’s Memphis, 2015’s A Fool to 
Care, and this summer’s acclaimed Out of 
the Blues. No. 1 on the Billboard blues chart 
at least five of its 10 weeks charting, Out of 
the Blues brings Scaggs to Austin on its 
accompanying tour. He headlines the 
Paramount Theatre on Oct. 24, then honors 
East L.A. roots magi Los Lobos the follow¬ 
ing night for an Austin City Limits Hall of 
Fame tribute. 

Like most things brought up in conversa¬ 
tion with Scaggs, he questions whether it’s 
really a “blues trilogy.” 


“They were more R&B, I think,” he coun¬ 
ters. “Not to be argumentative ....” 

At another point in the conversation, 
Scaggs will correct the Chronicle that he 
never heard the high-powered radio sta¬ 
tions beaming across the Mexican border in 
the Fifties. 

“There was a station called WLAC out of 
Nashville where I heard most of my R&B 
and blues,” he states. “Then there was one 
in Dallas called WRR that had a program 
called Cat’s Caravan later on, which was 
almost a university 
course in where rhythm 
& blues came from out of 
New Orleans, the 
Mississippi Delta, 
Memphis, and so on. I 
didn’t listen to those 
Mexican stations back 
then, although I was 
later made aware of 
them.” 

When it’s theorized that 
blues and R&B pulses run through all he’s 
done, he demurs. He insists on talking 
about his parents’ collection of American 
standards, and his love of the initial burst of 
Fifties rock & roll - Chuck Berry, Fats 
Domino, Elvis Presley. Tell him yes, but 
even “Lido Shuffle” had a Jimmy Reed 
groove, he rebuts. 

“That’s Fats Domino! But those roots are 
in there, you’re absolutely right. Rock & 
roll, in general, came out of the blues.” 

Mention his vocal resemblance to a trumpet, 
he will say, “Probably more tenor saxophone.” 


In truth, he’s insisting his story be told 
accurately. He’s more relaxed and unguard¬ 
ed talking about his six months in Austin, 
1964-65, playing blues, R&B, and rock & 
roll with the Wigs, featuring a young George 
Rains on drums. 

“The 13th Floor Elevators were playing 
in Austin,” recalls Scaggs, “and the 
American youth music movement was just 
starting. The Young Rascals were happen¬ 
ing in New York, and the British were influ¬ 
encing a lot of pop by exposing music that 
wasn’t on the radio. Us young semiprofes¬ 
sionals were just getting a footing in the 
music we wanted to play. We were coming 
out of high school combos, and just enter¬ 
ing a world of possibilities as young profes¬ 
sionals at the time.” 

Asked if he saw the Elevators in his time 
here, he laughs. 

“I must have, but I don’t remember! I 
remember more the general Austin music 
scene at that time. There was a great club 
across the freeway called Charlie’s 
Playhouse, and one called the Ira Littlefield 
Blues Club. I saw Lightnin’ Hopkins a num¬ 
ber of times, just playing in coffeehouses, 
little bars around campus. 

“It was a pretty active music scene, dif¬ 
ferent things going on.” 

That blues infusion never left Scaggs, 
even as he left Austin for Europe in 
February 1965, trying his luck in London 
for a spell before going into the greater con¬ 
tinent, where he cut initial solo album Boz 
in Sweden later in the year. Returning 
stateside to psychedelic San Francisco in 
1967, he hitched his wagon to the Steve 
Miller Band, led by his teenage classmate, 
for the group’s excellent first two LPs, 
Children of the Future and Sailor. This 
began a careerlong knack for teaming with 
world-class guitarists. 

Witness 1969’s first post-Miller solo disc, 
Boz Scaggs, featuring the Muscle Shoals 
Rhythm Section and Duane Allman, or 
Fred Tackett’s biting lead work on 1976’s 
five-times-platinum Silk Degrees. This 
continued through to Out of the Blues, cut 
at L.A.’s famed Sunset Sound Studios, 
featuring a fistful of blues standards and 
even Neil Young’s “On the Beach.” Among 
Scaggs’ stellar handpicked accompanists 
are drummer Jim Keltner, bassist Willie 
Weeks, guitarist Ray Parker Jr., and a mini 
Arc Angels reunion of Doyle Bramhall II 
and Charlie Sexton trading Fender slash¬ 
es. 

“They’re two of the greatest musicians 
alive, in my book,” enthuses Scaggs. “I 
wanted to capture the feel of some of the 
music that influenced me growing up. I did 
a couple of Bobby ‘Blue’ Bland songs, a 
couple of Jimmy Reed songs, Magic Sam. 
I’d done Bobby and Jimmy’s songs in the 
past, but I wanted to make sure to include 
them on this collection, because I specifi¬ 
cally wanted to recall some of my earlier 
musical influences.

"CADILLAC WALK” 

Dirty guitars, throbbing amp tremolo, and 
audible danger drive this cover of Mink DeVille, 
a CBGB punk band with a deadly Ben E. King 
fetish. Scaggs and producer Steve Jordan relo¬ 
cate songwriter Moon Martin’s tale of a danger¬ 
ous woman to a spot between Slim Harpo and 
Sun Records rockabilly. A hog-callin’ vocal 
seals the deal on this Memphis dweller. 

“RAINY NIGHT IN GEORGIA” 

Reducing the instrumentation and empha¬ 
sizing a mic-kissing vocal, Scaggs lays into 
Brook Benton’s 1970 hit, rounded vowels pow¬ 
ering the chorus. Otherwise, his ache, regret, 
and loneliness are practically whispered on 
another Memphis gem. 

“HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE” 

Scaggs’ New Orleans-inflected soul pulls 
focus on blues/R&B set No. 2, A Fool to Care, 
especially on this raucous take of Huey “Piano” 
Smith’s “Don’t You Just Know It” B-side. Joy 
in the room is palpable via the bandleader’s 
barely controlled wail. 

“RADIATOR 110” 

One of four Jack Walroth originals on Out 
of the Blues, this bitter rocker drips slamming 
drums, saw-toothed guitars, and Walroth’s 
wheezing harp backing a beautifully charred 
vocal. Makes one long for an entire Boz Scaggs 
rock & roll set. 


“When I started thinking along that line, 
I thought about bringing Charlie and Doyle 
in, because I had a couple of songs that 
really lent themselves to their style of play¬ 
ing. Nothing can be more to-the-point than 
those two guys. 

“Texas guitar players are so distinctive. 
They’re a handful, but to me they define that 
role - the Vaughan brothers, Freddie King, 
Albert King. And Doyle and Charlie are right 
up there with them in my book of heroes.” ■

The Beatles made pop music that shouldn’t 
work, and Paul McCartney knows it. On his 
second consecutive Friday at ACL Fest, after 
performing the billet-doux jangle of “From 
Me to You,” the still-cutest Beatle recalled, 
“Someone asked me once, ‘What was the 
turning point for you and the band?’” As he 
cradled a Martin guitar and hummed the mel¬ 
ody to the tune in its major key, the answer 
seemed to be the actual song. 

Yet in an unexpected clunk, he resolved to 
a tense G minor. Surprised, he stared at his 
guitar and joked, “G minor?! That’s a turning 
point, right?” 

In conventional pop modus operandi, these 
songs with dissonant resolve are dangerous 
territory, but in modern pop vernacular they’re 
timeless and brilliant, changing the trajectory 
of rock & roll and pop. You can hear it in the 
jarring onset of “A Hard Day’s Night.” As the 
first song of the night, six strings rang with 
an unorthodoxy that clanged like a rattling 
iron church bell, bringing a large congrega¬ 
tion to McCartney’s nearly three-hour Magical 
Mystery Tour. 

In a 31-song set, the 76-year-old bandlead¬ 
er sucked the audience into a vertiginous

time warp, traversing through a multitude of 
eras. The Seventies’ “Maybe I’m Amazed” 
and “Nineteen Hundred and Eighty-Five,” 
kept him perched alongside a grand piano, 
while Beatlemania from the previous decade 
metered out the early-show triumvirate of 
“We Can Work It Out,” “From Me to You,” and 
“Love Me Do.” The side-winked and cheeky 
“Fuh You” and “Come On to Me,” off new 
album Egypt Station, sneaked their way in for 
a leap of centuries. 

While hi-hats muffled like carnival mon¬ 
key cymbals on Sgt. Peppers’ “Being for the 
Benefit of Mr. Kite!,” George Harrison trib¬ 
ute “Something” dialed back with a ukulele 
arrangement in simplistic reverie. Karaoke 
and jukebox hour then commenced with 
calypso-tinged fluff “Ob-La-Di, Ob-La-Da” and 
piano ballad epic “Let It Be,” while “Back in 
the U.S.S.R.” coalesced Beach Boys harmo¬ 
nies and Chuck Berry skewer-cooked riffage. 

In the pyrotechnic-assisted “Live and Let 
Die,” brass crescendos and sweeping strings 
launched into the transcendental ether of 
closer “Hey Jude.” Beyond the crowd-pleasing 
and 60 years’ worth of celebrity, there’s some 
sage wisdom lined in Paul McCartney’s song¬ 
writing. In his own words, listen to what the 
man said. - Alejandra Ramirez 


LIL WAYNE 

Zilker Park, Oct. 13 

Serving as something of a replacement 
for Childish Gambino, New Orleans rapper Lil 
Wayne kicked out the trap jams and mostly 
stayed out of the way of his own momentum 
last Saturday. The irony, of course, is that 
Wayne never left. 

Long gestating, recent No. 1 charter Tha 
Carter V has whirled the 36-year-old MC back 
into the stratosphere. Armed with DJ T. Lewis 
and a drummer, Wayne strolled down memory 
lane while dipping into his latest biographical 
installment. 

Ripping “I’m Goin’ In” from his late-Aughts 
heyday, he began building out his show, 
jumping from track to track with little delay. 
The scattering bass kicks in the Swizz Beatz- 
produced “Pistol on My Side (P.O.M.S.)” fol¬ 
lowed. A bit of the Rick Ross-featured “John,” 
at least the ridiculous Polow Da Don produc¬ 
tion of it, made the show cut. 

Wayne classics “Go DJ,” “Lollipop,” and “A 
Milli” were predestined and got the massive 
crowd whipped to near fever pitch. Even so, the 
wildly positive reception of his latest rumbling 
smash, “Uproar,” proved most entertaining. 

Here in 2018, we have a brand-new genera¬ 
tion enjoying an updated, Swizz Beatz version 
of “Special Delivery,” a classic by bad boy 
rapper G. Dep from 2001. It’s the turn of the 
millennium all over again. What a time to live 
in - both then and now. - Kahron Spearman

RHYE Zilker Park, Oct. 13 

If one walked past the Tito’s stage around 4:30pm on Saturday and overheard the ethereal, 
reverb swell of vocals, they might have expected to see a young female pop singer crooning 
inside. Closer inspection revealed Mike Milosh, bandleader of Rhye, whose high-pitched con¬ 
tralto has redefined masculinity in R&B since the release of his 2013 debut, Woman. 

R&B has come to mean a lot of things in the past decade. In Rhye’s case, it translates to 
postgender, babymaking, minimal pop. The eightpiece relished negative space, giving Milosh’s 
soaring, androgynous voice room to ricochet around the tent. 

A female keyboardist on organ and Nord synth anchored the band texturally, and liquid bass 
made a case for Rhye as a pop ghostwriter. Yet the name of the game was restraint. In just 
the right moments, a cello player subtly added a pillowy texture, while a plucked violin barely 
poked out from underneath the sheets, giving the typically stark string instrument a seductive 
makeover. 

Despite sounding like a makeup-sex soundtrack, the vibe inside the tent was surprisingly 
... wholesome. The crowd skewed distinctly younger and screamed at the first chords to “The 
Fall” and “Open,” clearly familiar with the catalog. If Rhye is any indicator, the future of pop 
music may not be female or male, but somewhere in between. - Dan Gentile

VINCE STAPLES 

Zilker Park, Oct. 14 

Vince Jamal Staples never stops clowning 
a crowd. 

Second-Sunday-only at the American 
Express main stage, the 25-year-old Def 
Jam protege from Long Beach, Calif., targets 
fist-pumping Asians, overexcited teenagers, 
even nerdy Carltons if they’re dressed too 
Phil Collins-ish. Opener “Get the Fuck Off My 
Dick” cast an ironic tone, Staples staring into 
the camera throughout the set without ever 
cracking a smile. Patronizing black and white 
fans alike with lyrics and stage dabs, he’s not 
trying to preach to a choir of blond cornrows, 
because as he noted on “Lift Me Up,” they 
already bought him a Ferrari. 

Meanwhile, second track “Big Fish” off last 
year’s Big Fish Theory exploded into a Molotov 
cocktail of words, sweat, and microphone 
abuse. Rather than his rhymes slurring into 
civility, they sucker-punch over a beat stark 
enough to soak in every word. When he raps 
the N word, he wants you to feel it. 

“Homage” baited the white, yuppie audience 
to chant realities. Even so, credit the under-20 
crowd for mostly keeping quiet, despite being 
asked to yell louder. Honesty is mesmerizing 
when you’re not exposed to enough of it. 

“3230” tells the one-percent to suck 
a dick, landing heavy on the Trump era. 
Following interlude “7:45,” “Lift Me Up” 
ultimately defined the MC’s performance, 
the former Odd Future associate stating per¬ 
sonal conflicts about “making a profit” and 
being “Mr. N***a.” He wants you to know he 
doesn’t care it’s ACL. He’s just being paid to 
be here, rocking a Fuji Rock Fest shirt until 
ripping it off at the end. 

“Blue Suede,” one of his signature early 
hits off debut EP Hell Can Wait, made amends 
to the #MeToo era first for its Death Row 
“bitches ain’t shit” bridge before landing the 
eponymous hook that tributes both a blue- 
clad neighborhood association and Langston 
Hughes. Penultimate “Norf Norf” pleaded 
everybody to scream “I ain’t runnin’ from 
nothin’ but the police,” while closer “Yeah 
Right” asked a series of questions so real it 
left the crowd spinning. 

Staples isn’t here to make you feel good. 
He’s here to wake you up. - Clara Wang

“I may have taken the term ‘40th anniver¬ 
sary celebration’ a little too seriously,” chuck¬ 
les Public Image Ltd. leader John Lydon. 

In the name of their ruby red year, PiL 
arrives at its local anniversary tour stop pro¬ 
moting both a career-spanning box set and 
documentary, The Public Image Is Rotten. No 
one’s more surprised to be fronting the UK 
dub punks 40 years later than the former 
Johnny Rotten, enfant terrible of the 
Sex Pistols. 

“It proves the endeavor is some¬ 
thing I truly believe in,” replies the 
singer, 62, in his characteristically 
wry Cockney tone. “I’m consistent 
with things I know are right, and will 
continue to be so. We stick by each other, 
which is phenomenal for a band after this 
length of time.” 

Lydon proudly notes former Pop Group 
drummer Bruce Smith, former Damned/ 
Mekons guitarist Lu Edmonds, and bassist 
Scott Firth as PiL’s longest-running lineup, 
which clocks in at nine years. 


“They’re not all originals, but I am! And 
that’s all that matters,” he says. 

The frontman remains the last original 
band member standing, but that first lineup 
of Keith Levene (g), Jah Wobble (b), and Jim 
Walker (d) set an evolutionary tone with ini¬ 
tial 1978 single “Public Image,” which took 
the Pistols’ raw rock sound, refined it, then 
destroyed it. Lydon claims this didn’t hap¬ 
pen by design. 

“It’s an odd way to approach pop 
music, because we didn’t know 
any better. And we didn’t need to! 

I always say PiL’s essence is pop 
music. You don’t need to overelabo¬ 
rate. Keep [the music] succinct and to 
the point. Let the audience unravel it deep¬ 
er, which they will or they won’t, according 
to their whims. 

“But keep everything almost underplayed, 
rather than over-, and you create far 
more information.” - Tim Stegall
